Unless Some Toga Wearers Change

PRESIDENT ASKS PEOPLE'S AID 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
There promises to be the biggest kind of a 
fight between the president and the senate 
over the ratification of the general arbitra- 
tion treaties negotiated with Great Britain 

‘and France. 
is evident from the attitude adopted 
by the president and by the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the senate. The presi- 
dent says the treaties must be ratified with- 
out change. The committee insists upon 
two amendments regarded as vital, the first 
prescribing that all differences shall be sub- 
mitted to the permanent court of arbitra- 
tion or to some other arbitral tribunal as 
“shall” instead of “may” be decided in 
eath case by special agreement, and the 
second omitting the provision that if the two 
governments find themselves unable toagree 
to the refererice to arbitration of a question 


et issue between them, an international ° 


commission of inquiry shall decide whether 
the question shall be arbitrated. 

The committee changes were agreéd upon 
at @ meeting today and the treaties so modi- 
fied): were ordered favorably reported to the 
senate. It developed that the president was 
informed of the committee's purpose; and 
jp reply announced in substance: 

“The treaties must not bechanged. I shall 
gppeal to the country to toree ratification 
im the forin’they were submitted.” 


Over One-third Opposed. 

Talks with various senators have disclosed 
that there is more than one-third opposed 
to approval of the treaties in their original 
form. This means, of course, that ratifica- 
tion will be impossible unless some of the 
recalcitrants change their views. The ob- 
jections these men entertain to the con- 
yentions are in brief: 

If ratification be accorded, the senate 
thereby will transfer to an internationa) 
commission a power specifically vested in 
it by the constitution of the United States. 

However important the question, the sen- 
Ste will have nothing to say as to whether 
it shal) be arbitrated. 

‘This question will be determined by a 
tommission comprising three Americans and 
three representatives of the other signatory 
governments. 

In other words, three American-commis- 
Sioners and three foreign commissioners will 
_ G@etermine the disposition of a dispute in- 
 ¥olving national honor and vital interests 
fnstead of ninety-two American senators.

Thousands of persons saw two automobiles 
playing a grim game of tag with each other 
on the outskirts of the loop yesterday after- 
noon. One of the machines was a taxicab 
commandeered by the police. The other 
was a touring car driven at high speed by 
one of four young joyriders. 

Their machine hed struck a little girl at 
Peck court and State street Hundreds of 
pedestrians Bs the accident. The victim 
was Miss nnie Lieberman, 1347 Wash- 
burne avenue. 

Without waiting to ste how seriously the 
child had been injured, the drivér of the ma- 
chine opened the throttle. The car sped 
southward in State street. Two mounted 
policemen pursued. o 


Skids Into Two Men. 

At Twelfth street the fugitive car skiddad 
into two men, who were tossed aside, but 
not severely hurt. 

Doubling on their track at Eighteenth 
street the joyriders turned north again on 
Wabash avenue. They had to stop for a mo- 
ment. Just as the mounted officers came 
within range and leveled their revolvers the 
blockade was broken and the automobile 
slipped through. 

A policeman was standing in front of the 
American Music hall. A taxicab belonging 
to the Shaw Livery company drew up at the 
curb. He drew his revolver and jumped on 
the running board of the “ taxi.”

Turns on Two Wheels. 

The taxicab spurted forward at full speed. 
but it was no match for the car ahead. The 
joy riders found another notch to let out. 
They whirled around the corner of Harrison 
street on two wheels and went west. 

The police gave up the chase then. But 
they had the number of the fugitive car's 
license—3089. This license had been issued 
to Theodore Fisher of Greenville, Ill. 

Miss Lieberman was not seriously hurt.

PARIS FEARS BIG UPRISING 
IN BARCELONA AND CADIZ. 


Telegrams from Spain to French Cap- 
ital Btopped for Twelve. Hours and 
Trouble Is Rumored.

PARIS, Aug. 12—Telegrams from Spain 
have béen stopped for the last twelve hours.

Crowds Get Thrills of Horror 
at Accidents, but Victims 
Come Up Smiling. 


NEAR MIRACLE SAVES TWO 


Stone and Mechanic Emerge from 
Aimost Certain Death 
Trap of Debris. 


COLLISION WRECKS A MOISANT 


Five accidents—count omens not a per- 
son hurt! 

They were the thrilling events of yester- 
day's aviation show. Timeafter time a great 
white winged machine would turn in air, 
sip toward the ground, and wind up with a 
crack that could be heard all over the field. 

The thousands who watched would rise 
with a thrill ofaweandé hopeandfear. From 
out of the mess ef twisted wood, steel, end 
cloth would emerge a grinning filer and wave 
his hat at the horrified crowds. 
cheer that always followed was invigorating. 

One fall, a collision between two machines 
eon the ground, @ collision between a mono- 
piane and a tree, a machine rolling into three 
feet of water in the tournament rainwater 
lagoon, and a bump inte a fence constituted 
the mishaps. 

THE ACCIDENTS: 

Coffyn, Frank, in Wright biplane, col- 
lided with Rene Simon’s Moisant-Bleriot 
monoplane on the ground while Coffyn 
was trying to land with two passengers; 
mo one hurt; both machines partly 


damaged. 
Johnstone, St. Croix, of Chicago, in 
Moisant monoplane, tried to start between 
lane of trees in north half of aerodrome 
esebanaie’ of the machine being 
shattered by contact with trees; Johnstone 


unhurt. 
Martin, James V.; in Grahame-White 


biplane, bumped against south end fence 
in attempting to glide to landing in 13- 
mile wind; uninjured; one wire broken. 

Stone, Arthur V., and Fritz Romain, 
mechanic-passenger, in Queen-Bleriot 
monoplane, thrown from monoplane when 
it turned turtle two minutes after starting 
from the sheds at 3:46; height ten feet; 
cause, wing tilted against ground. 

Welsh, A. L., in Wright biplane, rolled 
into rainwater lagoon in stadium depres- 
sion; neither Welsh nor one passenger 
nor the machine hurt, 

Stone Falls Soon After Start. 


Stone was close to the north end free seats 
when his monoplane met disaster. 

He was hardly two minutes away from his 
starting point near the aeroplane sheds, hav- 
ing turned northward unhandily on the in- 
side of pylon No. 6. The machine quivered 
a bit from the shaking it received at the 
start when the landing chassis skidded on 
the ground. 

Stone apparently had steadied and was 
making his turn to fly down the fleld. Then 
the right wing tilted to an angle of nearly 
45 degrees. After regaining a horizontal po 
sition it again tilted, this time striking the 
ground and whirling the machine around and 
completely over. 

Before the crash of the fall and the break- 
ing wood had died away, 30,000 spectatorr 
in the north part of the aerodrome wers 
silent or screaming with horror. Officials. 
mechanics, policemen were running excited- 
ly toward the wreck of the air craft. Notan 
eye left the spot. 

It was a minute before the; remnants of 
the flying machine were seen to stir, and 
Stone’s head popped out from under the 
fuselage. The machine, raising up some 
more, both Stone and Romain crawled out 
and stood up. 

Crowd Cheers Relief. 

The standing crowd was wholly aflent, 
probably expecting to see one or the other 
topple over from injuries, but to prove their 
escape from hurt Stone began dancing up 
and down on the grass, waving his arms, 
while the crowd cheered in relief. 

“I couldn't warp the wings enough tomake 
the curve and stand the wind.” Stone ex- 
plained. “ The lever didn’t respond, or the 
wires were loose, or something. Isn't it 
tough?’’ 

Being an old “ Globe of Death " motorcycle 
exhibition rider and a parachute leaper, 
Stone has encountered many dangers in his 
life, emerging with a composure that noth- 
ing will affect. He “‘ kidded”’ his friends for 
their consternation. 

Stone first reported that he hadn't suffered 
in the least, but on walking back to his shed 
found that his knee had been scraped. The 
injury was bandaged at the fleld emergency 
tent hospital. The motor ambulance had 
hurried out to the wreck, but Stone laugh- 
ingly waved it back. 


Two Fliers in Collision. 

While Frank Coffyn was up with two 
mechanic passengers in bis big Wright 
biplane at 3:35 o'clock the engine apparently 
couldn't give the necessary lift to keep it 
in the air. After bounding across the field 
for 200 feet the machine suddenly swerved, 
dashing into a Motsant-Bleriot monoplane 
that was out tn the field being mace ready 
for René Simon. 

A tip end of the Moisant single plane was 
torn off. The Wright suffered two broken 
struts. broken wires, and a wrenched land- 
ing chassis. No one wes hurt. 

Late in the afternoon Alfred J. Moisant, 
in charge of the Moisant aviators, announced 
through his representative, A. 8. Levino,

IN A BATHHOUSE 


Police Locate Rosseau and 
Mary De Four After They 
Spend Night Alone. 


START OUT TO BE HEROES. 


Rosseau De Four, who is nearly five years 
old, is safely back home. His younger sister, 
Mary, is also now with the family. Their 
respective ambitions to become sun tanned 
lifesaver and belle of the lake shore sands 
were shattered by a jonesome night in & 
bathing beach locker. 

For the twenty-four hours that Rosseau 
and Mary were missing the police covered 
the city for two children answering the de- 
scription provided by their frantic parents. 
The mother of the runaways passed a night 
of hysterics and weeping. Their father 
waited for a Black Hand letter, a la Angelo 
Mareno, and pictured in his mind the news- 
paper sensation over the new kidnaping 
mystery. 

The children fared forth, hand in hand, at 2 
o'clock Friday afternoon from their parents’ 
residence, 924 Lakeside place. Thig is within 
a stone's throw of the bathing beaches at the 
foot of Wilson avenue—an enchanted spot 
for the children. 


Pair Ventures from Home. 

Pere De Four was too busy with hie duties 
as “‘ concierge’ in the apartment house that 
shelters hig family to keep close watch on 
the movements of Rosseau and Mary, the 
latter just turned 8 Nor did the mother 
see them as their pudgy legs twinkled in 


| the direction of the beckoning beach. 


Rosseau is not a large man for his years, 
@ut he tops his sister by two inches. The 
pair walked coolly under the wicket, hid 
from the watchful eye of the toll collector by 
a jutting shelf. 

Down toward the water's edge went the 
life saver, surrounded by an admiring bevy 
of young women bathers. He became tall 
and broad shouldered and handsome, and 
the sun tanned his skin to the color of an 
Indian's. Rosseau already had confided in 
his father that he wanted to be a life saver. 
though, of the qualifications of the office, 
he has only the coat of bronege. 


Confide Childish Ambitions, 

Holding Mary tightly by-th@hand, he told 
her his ambition. And in a burst of sisterly 
confidence she disclosed the secret of her 
young life, her stifled but unconquerable de- 
sired to be a siren of the sands and wear a 
bathing suit that water would spoil. 

Twilight was fading into darkness end 
the arcs at the beach were sputtering into 
incandescence when Rosseau and Mary de- 
cided on a course of action. They would be- 
come permanent residents of the bathing 
beach and gradftially work themselves into 
the positions in life they coveted. 

Still hand in hand, they walked among 
the lockers. They selected a cozy one, en- 
tered, and closed the door, which had a spring 
lock. Neither Rosteau nor Mary had «a 
key. They were in a fair way to become 
permanent residents of the beach. That 
part, at least, of their ambition was to be 
realized. 

Weird Shapes in Night. 

Hour after hour they sat on the narrow 
bench. \At last the hum of voices and the 
shuffling of feet up and down the passage 
between the lockers ceased.

Twenty-five aeroplanes flew over Chicage 
yesterday. 

Skimming the earth and skirting the clouds 
they sped at express pace or glided in jong, 
graceful curves at the will of their riders. 
They climbed long slanting lines or dropped as 
from « declivity in answer to a single me- 
tion. , 

They drew great ovals around the Grant 
park course, circled the skyscrapers of 
the lake front, climbed out of sight into the 
aky, and sailed for miles out over Lake Michi- 
san—aend returned in safety to the eere- 
drome. 

According to the records of the meet asee 
ciation a world’s record wes broken when 
A. lL. Welsh carried @ passenger with him 
m @ Wright biplane for more than two 
hours. A apecial prise of $3,000 hed been 
offered for this feat and Welsh made the 
ettempt for it, as soon as the fiying hours 
were opene& It was well that he did so, 
for a few moments later another Wright ma- 
chine went into the air with a passenger 
and stayed there for seven minutes longer 
than Welsh and his guest had 


Rules Old Claim Out. 
The association does not recognise a claim 


' that Amerigo, ae German aviator, carried « 


passenger in an Aviatik machine for threg 
hours and nineteen minutes: In making its 
offer of $8,000 for the two hour flight {t ruled 
that this feat would be the first official ac- 
complishment of its kind. 

A similar offer of $3,000 is extended to the 
first aeroplanist to carry two passengers one 
hour. CC. P. Rodgers, a Wright aviator. 
tested his big tourist machine with t yo other 
persons in, but did not fly foran hour. It is 
believed that he will make a second attempt 
today.

“king of the air’”’ expressed it, than any 
city that ever beheld an aviation contest. 
The greatest crowd that has assembled in the 
city since the Columbian exposition saw 
seven, eight, and even nine machines in the 
alr at a time. 

Float High in Air. 

Off against the sky two were floating with 
almost imperceptible motion, their pilots a!- 
most lost to the naked eye. Out over the 
lake came three swinging along toward their 
goal. At one end of the big oval course sev- 
eral were * trying their wings.”” Round and 
round the tall pylons others circled, dipped, 
and rose, and out on the waters of the lake 
another mounted into the air from the waves, 
circled about and returned to ride the water 
at motor boat speed. 

Every minute of the “ official fiying hours ” 
—from 8:80 to T in the evening—there were 
at least three machines in the air, and nearly 
all the time there were more nearly twice 
that number afloat. 

The monoplane speed race and the “ open "’ 
contests for both biplane and monoplane. 
twice around the Carter Harrisgn crib, were 
the big features of the first day's program 
But all the afternoon—and in fact from noon 
on—several aviators were out trying their 
machines independent of the formal events.

Thrills in “Daredevil” Tricks, 

These included altitude, and there was 
scarcely an appreciable period during which 
one or more planes could not be descried 
creeping upward, riding in the wind, and 
dipping: and all during the afternoon ma- 
chines were “ trying out’ in the passenger 
carrying events. The sight of a passenger 
beside an aviator in a biplane late in the 
afternoon attracted no more comment than 
the presence of a single person on a floating 
composition of wood and canvas had at- 
tracted an hour earlier. 

Opinions differed upon the concentration 
of interest among the spectators. There 
were those whose eyes were kept a)mést con- 
stantly upon the specks high up near the 
cloués. Theré were others whose gaze fol- 
lowed intently the flickering whirr of a 
racing motor near the ground, oblivious of

Bounces Through the Air. 

The thousands gave forth a mumble of 
incredulity as they saw a machine start cir- 
eling in the upper air and follow huge spiral 
curves to the ground. It whistled and ch 
as a man would “throw” his “machine 
toward the ground “ bounce "’ it upward and 
go rollicking over the course, suggesting 
nothing so much as the possibility that he 
Was on an invisible roller coaster of speed 
and dimensions hitherto unrealized by 
amusement park bullders. 

That more aviators did not enter the first 
Gay's events was due-to the accidents to 
machines and to decisions by some fliers to 
postpone their appearance.

Stone Says He’ll Withdraw 

Stone, who was disqualified in the over 
Water race, protested bitterly. He said last 
night that he would withdraw from the meet. 
He says he passed around the Garter Har- 
rison crib, but was forced out of his course 
afterwards by a gust of wind. An observer 
at the’ crib said that Stone missed rounding 
the crib by at least one hundred feet. The 
committee decided to disqualify the pilot only 
after a careful review of evidence. 

The “overwater” event that had been 
substituted for the cross country run was 
spectacular in that each machine as it flew 
out over the lake disappeared in a haze about 
two-thirds of the way to the crib.

Patrolmen Guard Shop Windows.

Railroads Bring Thousands. 

Mallroads entering Chicago have prepared 
to reap a rich harvest in the influx of out 
of town visitors to the city during the in- 
ternational aviation meet. Advance guards 
of the thousands of visitors began to arrive 
early yesterday. Although undoubtedly 
many from nearby points were deterred 
from starting by the uncertain aspect of the 
weather, evidence of some unusual attraction 
Was early evident at the various railroad 
stations. 

As an additional attraction to the meet 
both the western and eastern roads, mem- 
bers of the Western Passenger association 
and the Central Passenger association, had 
agreed upon special reduced rates for the 
occasion despite their tacit rule to make no 
rates below 2 cents a mile. 

Rates Fare and Half. 

This general rule was broken for this ec- 
casion, as it has been for others, by a decision 
to establish rates of a fare and a half for the 
round trip from points within a radius of 
200 miles from Chicago. The increase over 
the normal amount of travel was even more 
pronounced during the day than usual. 

Although the individual railroads have not 
made any estimates of the probable amount 
of extra travel, the total increase for the 
entire week ascribable to the aviation meet 
was variously predicted as between 50,000 
and 100,000. Many thousands of people are

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HYDROPLANE PLEASES CROWD; 
FASCINATING, SAYS CURTISS. 


Combination of Airship, Motorboat, 
and Automobile Not as Dangerous as 
Some Machines, Inventor Declares. 


Thousands cheered the first flight of @ 
hydroplane in Chicago when Hugh Robinson, 
in his Curtiss machine, played with wine and 
waves alike in the unique machine. 

Robineon started his flight from the water 
opposite the south end of the park at 5:30 
o'clock. With the first hum of hie engine 
the water and air machine began to move 
slowly forward over the surface of the lake. 
Faster and faster the machine cleaved the 
lake surface, until, with a slight start, it 
raised into the air as smoothly as the ofher 
machines start from the ground. 

The machine went the length of tne aero- 
drome in the air and circled back to its start- 
ing place, where it dropped back to the water 
without a hitch. The aviator started at 
once on a new flight, and remained in the 
air for some time before gliding again to the 
surface of the lake. 

The hydroplane is the sensation of the 
extremely sensational aviation world. It is 
not airship, motorboat, or automobile. It is 
all of them combined in ene, and {ts creator, 
Gienn H. Curtiss, says it isn't as dangerous 
as certain of these machines. 

“] believe the hydro-aeroplane represents 
one of the longest and most important strides 
in aviation since man learned to fly,” said 
Mr. Curtiss. “It robs aviation of half its 
dangers and adds a hundredfold to the pleas- 
ures of fiying. 

“Tt can fiy sixty miles an hour, travel on 
the water's surface at fifty miles, and skip 
over the earth at thirty-five miles. 

“ Hydro-aeroplaning is a thrilling sport— 
something to arouse the jaded senses of the 
most biasé: It fascinates and exhilarates. 
Before I made the hydro-plane practical I 
had sworn off fiying except for experi- 
mental work, but that machine made me 
break my resolution. I just couldn't stay 


out of 14.” 


EJECTED FROM AERO FIELD; 
PLANS TO FORM NEW CLUB. 


Victor Loughhead, One of Organizers, 
Has Dispute with Mullaney—Police- 
man Ejects Him. 


Following his ejection from the hangar 
inclosure yesterday afternoon by Bernard 
J Mullaney’s orders. Victor Lougheed, one 
of the organizers of the Aero club, threatens 
to organize a rival association. He says 
he knows a number of members who are dis- 
satisfied with the present meets manage- 
ment and will join with him. 

Lougheed and one of the aviators were in- 
side the inclosure and started a dispute with 
Mullaney. It ended with the summoning of 
a policeman and the withdrawal of Lougheed 
and the aviator. The former commissioner 
of public works says the dissatisfaction is 
trifling.

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SENATE ACTS ON 
STEPHENSON CASE 


Decides to Inquire Into Wis- 
consin Man’s Right to Hold 
Seat in Body. 


HINES FACES MORE WOE. 


Cook’s 
volves Him in Affair Will 
Be Taken Up. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.J— | 


The election of Senator Ileaac Stephenson of 
Wisconsin is to be investigated by the United 
States senate to determine whether it was 
brought about by bribery and corruption. 

‘This action was unanimously deci€ed by 
the senate today following the submission 
of a recommendation to that effect by the 
Committee on privileges and elections. 

Thé part played by Edward Hines, the Chi- 
cago lumberman, in Mr. Stephenson's elec- 
tion, if any, will be a feature of the invee- 
tigation. - It will be recalled that in the Lori- 
mer inquiry W. H. Cook, a Duluth lumber- 
man, testified that about the first of May, 
1909, he and Hines had a conversation in 
the Grand Pacific hotel, in the course of 
which, Cook says, Hines told of his con- 
Bection with Stephenson's election. 


Quotes Statement by Hines. 

The Hines statement was in answer to a 
question by Henry Turrish, said Cook. Tur- 
rish asked Hines how he was getting along 
down in Washington. a 

“©.” said Hines, according to Cook, ‘I 
am having a h—! of a time Now there is, 
for instance. old Stephenson. After Il elected 
him he has gone down to Washington and 
started working there for freelumber. I had 
@ terrible time getting him lined up.’ ”’ 

Turrish testified that he and Hines and 
Cook had a conversation at the time sworn 
to by Cook; that the tariff was ciscussed, 
end that in the course of the conversafion 
he said to Hines, * Mr. Stephenson, being a 
lumberman. is all right, isn’t he?” He 
quoted Hines’ reply was as follows: 

“*No, Stephenson ts an uncertain quan- 
eS °°. 

Turrish did not remember any referenoe 
to Senator Stephenzon as ‘ Oe Stephen- 
sor” in that convérsation. 


Cook Confirmed by Oounsel. 

Cook testified he repeated the conversation 
with Hines immediately after its éccurrence 
to his attorney, Alfred E. McCordic, who 
confirmed Cook's testimony. Hines denied 
absolutely he made any such statement as 
alleged by Cook. 

Another witness who wil! be called by the 
Stephenson investigating committee is 
Robert J. Shields of Superior, Wis., for whom 
a@ subpoena has been issued by the Lorimer 
committee. Shields is alleged to have been 
active in behalf of Mr. Stephenson's election. 

In ordering an investigation the senate 
acted at the imstance of the legislature of 
Wisconsin, which adopted a resolution call- 
ing for an inquiry. This resolution was 
accompanied by a copy of the evidenoe gath- 
ered by a legislative committee. A gub- 
committee of the senate committee on privi- 
leges. and elections, of which Senator Hey- 
burn of Idaho was chairmen, considered 
the question of shether an investigation 
should be made. 


Corhnmittee Has Full Power. 

Tt concluded that this should be done. and 
fo recommended to the full committee on 
privileges and elections. A resolution direct- 
ing the committee to make the investigation 
Was reported to the senate by Senator Dil- 
Iingham and unanimously adopted. The 
resolution authorizes and directs the commit- 
tee to investigate certain charges preferred 
by the legislature of Wisconsin and report 
whether in the election there were used or 
employed corrupt methods or practices. The 
vsual authority as to sitting by subcommit- 
tee, administering oaths, employing assist- 
ants. and the like, is granted. 

Senator Stephenson admitted in his state- 
ment of expenditures that his election cost 
him $106,000. None of this, however, he in- 
sists, was expended corruptly. He claims 
that his political enemies are seeking to 
destroy him and disrupt the reguiar Repub- 
lican organization in the Badger state. If 
he should be unseated, it will be a decided 
victory for the La Follette forces. 


Oldest Member of Senate. 

Senator Stephenson is the oldest member 
of the senate. He is 82 years of age and 
his friends fear he will die if deprived of his 
seat. Mr. Stephenson stood stanchly by 
Senator Lorimer during the last sessjon of 
congress and voted for his retention in the 
upper house. His friends expect Lorimer to 
return the favor in case a vote should be 
taken Upon the Stephenson case hefore fina] 
action occurs in the Illinols scandal. 

It is expected that the Stephenson Inveg- 
tigation will bring out a number of facts 
which will have an important bearing uDON 
Senator Lorimer’s case. The connection of 
Mr. Hines with the Wisconsin election wil) 
be thorough!y investigated 


MONDAY WILL DECIDE FATE 
OF MONETARY COMMISSION. 


Senate Agrees to Vote on Cummins Reso- 
lution, Demand That Body Report, 
and Then Quit Work. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—The fate 
of the national monetary commission wil] 
be decided next Monday afternoon. Attacked 
for unnecessary delay in Submitting its re- 
port to congress and for extravagant ex- 
penses, the commission, headed by former 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, and con- 
sisting of senators @nd representatives and 
former members of both houses, and ap- 
pointed more then three years ago to make 
a report on which congress could base finan- 
cial legislation, bide fair to be wound up 
by Dec. 4 next. 

By umanimous consent the senate agreed 
teday_to yote at 1;35 p. m. Monday on the 
Cummins measure which calls on the com- 
mission to make its final report by the date 
naméf*and then cease to exist.

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VETERANS BALK AT LORIMER 


Many Offended by His Invitation 
to Speak at Their Reunion. 


PROTESTS MADE IN PAPERS. 


Pastor of Baptist Church at Duquoin 
Suspects Political Trap. 


Du Quoin, Ill.. Aug. 12—{8pecial.]—Unless 
his plans are altered, Senator William Lor 
imer is to make a public down state appear- 
ance on August 24-26 in this city at the sem!- 
centennial reunion of the veteran soldiers 
and sailors of southern Ulinois. It will be 
his first address in the state outside of Chi- 
cago since the inquiry began over his right 
to his senate seat. 

Plans for the reunion have been in prepara- 
tion for weeks. A committee headed by Q. 
J. McWade, commander of Loomis post, was 


“vested with the power to invite speakers. 


From time to time pictures of the prospective 
guests, State's Attorney Wayman, Gov. De- 
neen, Senator Cullom, Senator Jonea, “ Uncle 
Joe’ Cannon, and others. were published in 
the Evening Call. 

Then appeared the picture of the blonde 
senator. 

The next day W. F. Fallon, the Republican 
justice of the peace. wrote a stinging letter 
criticising the committee which asked Mr. 
Lorimer, adding: 

“I feel sure that a good majority of the 
old boys do not want .o hear him speak, and 
do not feel they woule be honored by his 
presence.” 


“Another Old Soldier” Protests, 

Before the committee had regained its feet 
another letter appeared on the first page of 
the next issue, as follows: 

I wish to ask the purpose of the soldiers’ re- 
union. I supposed it was to teach patriotism, love 
of cougtry, and that the old soldiers were to be 
honored as those who were willing to endure hard- 
ship, suffering and even to give up their lives as 
many did that there should be a nation, upon 
which we could invoke God's blessings because ae 
a nation we endeavor to do His will. 

If I am mistaken in this and our reunion is te 
be @ cat's paw to make political moves for cor 
rupt politicians, 1 wash my hands of it. As for 
Larimer, well, I think he is a stench !n the nostrils 
of decent people. ANOTHER OLD SOLDIER. 

Two or three members of the committee 
picked themselves up, sent a letter to Mr. 
Lorimer begging him io attend, and started 
to round up the veterans. After the round- 
up forty-one names were signed, a consider- 
able majority of the resident veterans, and 
the message was sent to Washington. 


Pastor Thinks It Wrong. 

But there were several who refused to 
sign, and who expressed disgust at those 
who did. 

“IT would as #00n send a petition to White 
and Beckemeyer and Holstlaw.” said the 
Rev. M. Teague hotly. Mr. Teague is pastor 
of the Baptist church at Pinckney ville, 
where several signatures were secured. 
“This committee did not dare come to me 
with the petition, for every man knew my 
sentiments on the matter. 

‘It is this postoffice crowd that is running 
the veterans into a political trap, but there 
are some who will pot be run, and I am one of 
them."’ 

** Who's responsible?’’ echoed Rudolph A. 
Wheatley, a veteran trooper of the Thir- 


teenth Illinois cavalry, ‘‘ why, the postoffice 


crowd. Amd who's the postoffice crowd? 
Harry B. Ward, a brother of Charley Ward. 
Lorimer’s private secretary. He is the fac- 
totum of the Lorimer party here, and is active 
in anything that will help Lorimer or Lori- 
mer’s friends. He ts theone who stirred this 
committee up from the start to Uring disgrace 
on the town.” 

Mr. Ward smiled from his postoffice win- 
dow when the charge was presented to him. 
“I did not have anything to do with it,” he 
said. ‘‘ There must be a mistake some- 
where.” 


Might Be Hooted Down. 

J. W. Gladson, a Democrat, was as bitter 
as the Prohibitionists and the Republicans 
in his opposition to the Lorimer speech. 

“I don't believe he will dare come,” he 
said. “It is not unlikely that if he rises 
to make a speech he would be honted down, 
for indignation is pretty general. I would 
take no part in such a demonstration myself, 
but there are some who might. and perhaps 
they would have cause.’ 

A proposed public indignation meeting has 
been frowned upon by E. F. Jacobs, Demo- 
cratic mayor of Du Quoin. 

‘* My persone! opinion of him doesn’t mat- 
ter,”” he said. ‘You may draw your own 
conclusions about that. But he has been 
invited and is to be the town’s guest. and 
we have our duty as hosts.” ) 

The speaking is to take place on the second 
day of the celebration. It is expected that 
about 1,000 veterans will attend, and sey- 
eral times that number of their friends.

Frick had visited J. P| Morgan with the 
option, but that Mr. Morgan said the price 
was too high. But ‘‘six months later, when 
he paid $600,000.000 for the same property.”’ 
Mr. Temple explained. “ they were preparing 
to give @ magnificent play down in Wail 
street.”

The disappearance of Miss Elien Ring, ea 
cousin of A. E. Nero, 3138 North Clark street, 
is being investigated by federal and city 
authorities on the supposition that the Mann 
trafficking act has been violated. 

Miss Ring, who is 17 years old, was on 
her way from Sweden to Russell, Minn. She 
reached Chicago a week ago last n. ht, and 
went away with four men, who had aocom- 
panied her from New York. 

The girl is said to be handsome, and was 
described as tall, with dark hair amd brown 
eyes. She did not speak English. 

“ Aocording to a man named Johnson, who 
accompanied her from Sweden,”’ said Mr. 
Nero, “‘she was the prettiest giri on the 
boat. One of the men got acquainted with 
her on the boat, talked to her in Swedish, 
and seemed to gain her confidence. 

“They told her that she did not need to 
work on a farm and promised to get her a 
good job in Chicago. 

“When Johnson looked for an officer the 
men and girl disappeared. Since then no 
trace of her has been found.”’

PROGRESS ON TARIFF BILLS 


Agreement on Wool Revision 
Measure Reported to House. 


DISAGREE ON FREE LIST. 


Cotton Proposal Discussed in Senate 
Without Action, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—Tariff revision 
legislation moved swiftly onward in congress 
today toward the expected presidential veto. 

The complete conference agreement on the 
wool bill was reported to the house with a 
view to final action in that body througn 
adoption of the conference report on Monday. 
The free list bill was disagreed to on its two 
chief amendments, the single house amend- 
ment adding lemons to the free list, and the 
Kern senate amendment limiting free meat 
and cereal products to those from countries 
with which the United States has reciprocal 
trade arrangements. All its other amend- 
ments were accepted. This disagreement wil! 
be reported to both houses Monday 

The cotton bill was discussed without ac- 
tien in the senate. 


Stand Pat on Free List. 

There was little argument in conference 
over the free list amendments. Chairman 
Underwood said the house could not accept 
the Kern amendments. Senator Bailey said 
the senate would not approve the free lemon 
amendment, though he himself favored it. 

The result will be to force another vote in 
the senate on the Kern amendments, and in 
the house on the lemon amendment. Fo!l- 
lowing such action. the bill will probably 
again go to conference and a final agreement 
on it is predicted. 

Receives Wool Bill Report. 

Over the objection of the Republicans, the 
house today received the conference report 
on the wool tariff revision bill amd ordered it 
printed, preparatory to a vote on Monday. 

The woo! bill conference report will be 
printed and ready for adopting in the bouse 
on Monday. 


MUST IMPORT 500 WOMEN, 
BUT FEAR GARY BACHELORS. 
Company Needs Feminine Workers, but 


Does Not Want to Act as Big Matri- 
monial Agency—Studies Al) Plana. 


Officials of the Gary Bolt and Screw com- 
pany are in a predicament. About Oct. 1 
they expect to hire 500 women and girls to 
work In a new factory now in the course of 
eonstruction, As there are not fifty unem- 
ployed women workers in Gary, it will be 
necessary to import the 500. 

But the demand for wives in Gary is five 
times the available supply. The proportion 
of males and females in the town is 5 to 1. 
New feminine arrivals are usually the sub- 
jects of proposals before they have their 
grips fairly unstrapped. 

Consequently the company appears to be 
confronted by the alternative of acting as 
a matrimonial agent on a large and un- 
profitable scale or discovering some novel 
way of preventing marriageable women 
from getting married.

CLAIM TOWNSEND 


Denies All Charges in 
House Hearing. 


‘HAS NO TRADE MONOPOLY. 


Bancroft Also Says Concern Does 


Not Fix Prices or Re- 
ceive Rebates. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—That the ar- 
guments and conclusions of the so-called 
Townsend report are based upon erroneous 
statements is the opening assertion in areply 
by Edgar Bancroft, counsel for the Inter- 
national Harvester company, filed today with 
the house “ steel trust’’ investigating com- 
mittee in answer to charges made by Bur- 
dette D. Townsend, special agent of the de- 
partment of justice in 1908. The Townsend 
report was filed with the committee a short 
time ago. 

“ Nearly every important statement of fact 
relating to the purpose of the investigation,” 
the reply continues, “is either grossly in- 
accurate or entirely untrue. 

‘The genera! inaccuracy of the report is 


, shown by its misstatement even of the names 


of the president and chairman of the board 
of the Internationa] Harvester company and 
of the names of the voting trustees—although 
they were all widely known and a matter of 


} 


public record for four years prior to the mak- 
ing of the report. 


! Says Knotter I» Not Patented. 


* The fundamental charge of a combination 
to create a monopoly is based by the report 
on charges that the knotter in the seif- 
binder is protected by patents and that the 
Internationa! owns the patents on ali the best 
types of knotters. The truth is that there is 
no patent whatever on the essential pert 
of any type of knotter and there has not 
been any such patent in force since 1806, when 
the Appleby patent expired. 

“This fact not only appears on the reoords 


of the patent office, but is known to every 


! 


manufacturer of self-binders and to every 
principal dealer in them. 

‘Neither are there any existing patents 
upon any essential part of the grain binding 
machine. The many basic patents had all 
expired in 1896, and there have been no sub- 
stantial patented improvements since 1890— 
twenty years ago—while the life of a patent, 


as is well known, is only seventeen years.”

In reply to the charge that competition 
has been “ largely suppressed "' Mr. Bancroft 
cites the names of eight firms which, he de- 
clares, are all active competitors. 


Says It Gets No Rebates. 

As to the charge that the International re- 
ceives rebates from rallroads and special con- 
cestions from the United States Steel cor- 
poration, the reply says the Harvester com- 
pany’s “ relations to the United States Steel 
corporation is not different from its rela- 
tions with the competitors of the Steel cor- 
poration,”” and that during the last seven 
years it has bought from the Steel corpora- 


tion “10 per cent of its total needs, while ft | 


has purchased 30 per cent from competitors 
of the United States Steel, the rest of its 
needs having been supplied by the Interna- 
tional’s subsidiary corporation, the Wiscon- 
sin Steel company.”

LONDON, Aug. 12.—Among the passengers 
for the steamship Mauretania who assembled 
at Euston station for today's sailing, there 
was no more pathetic figure than the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry, who is coming te the 
United States looking for a job. 

Standing with an 2ld friend and his two 
sons, the holder of one of the oldest titles 
in Scotland was a depressing sight in a 
slouchy and ill fitting flannel suit of blue 
and white stripes and a discolored straw hat..: 

Yes,” he said to the correspondent, ‘I 
am going first to"'New York and thence to 
the west. The length of my stay depends 
upon what turns up. Frankly, | am look- 
ing for something to do, and if there is an 
opening I will stay and become an American 
citizen 1 will.then bring over my sons, who 
will grow up with the country. 


Says Old Order Is Passing. 

‘There is no room for me here. ihe old 
order is passing, and I feél, at 4%, that it is 
time to try my luck in new fields. I am sick 
of it all here and have been trimmed thor- 
-oughly. What is there for metodo’? lam 
the only marquis tn the United Kingdom who 
has not a seat in the house of lords. Lama 
Scottish peer, but I will not be elected by 
my fellow peers to one of the sixteen seats aF 
lotted to Scotland in the house of lords be- 
cause Iamaradical. Yet Scotland is almost 
entirely radical. 

“It is disgusting to think that the head 
of one of the oldest families is not allowed 
to share in the legislative work when men 
like ‘Lord Northcliffe and ‘foreigners with 
money are given peerages and seats in the 
house of lords.’ 


“Fools Cannot See the Change.” 

“JI realized the changes which the fools 
of my class have not seen,” the marquis 
added. ‘It wae evident a decade ago that 
a ohange in the house of lords was inevi- 
table and they then could have intrenched 
themselves forever, but the fools could not 
see. So I am off to the United States with 
the hope of an opportunity to do something 
or other.”’ 

The picture of the Marquis of Queensberry 
on the’Euston station platform was in{trong 
contrast to that of the Ear! of Granard, the 
king’s master of horse, and the husband of 
one of America’s richest heiresses, Beatrice 
Mille The earl ise coming to the United

Chicago Automobile Club Seeks 
Fining Justices’ Names. 


BEISSWANGER IN_ RETORT. 


Niles Official Says He Will Get War- 
rant for Bulfer’s Arrest.

Justices of the peace who are thought to 
have been unjust in their dealings with Chi- 
cago motorists are objects of a crusade be- 
gun by the Chicago Automobile club. 

In gathering data for ite investigation of 
and fight on these law enforcers who have 
exceeded their authority, it is said, the club 
je sending circulars to automobile owners of 
Cook county asking them if they have been 
arrested and fined by country “ Judges,” and 
the name of the justice. 

The circular reads as follows: 

In the interests of al] motorists in Cook 
county, the Chicago Automobile club is 
checking country justices of the peace 
who have arrested and fined motorists 
during the last vear. Please fill out and 
return the attached card with the infor- 
mation requested... 

The card asks name, address, when arrest- 
‘ed, on what charge, amount of fine, and be- 
fore what justice. President Ira M. Cobe 
of the Chicago Automobile club {s out of town 
and could not be located. Other offictals 
would not say whether or not the proposed 
investigation had anything to do with Justice 
Beisswanger, who now Is under fire. 


Beisswanger Threatens Bulfer. 

“T am going to swear out a warrant for 
Philip Bulfer’s arrest on Monday on a 
charge ‘of larceny,’ asserted Justice Fred 
Beisswangerjat his office in Niles yesterday. 
This was his reply to a sensational charge 
made by Bulfer to Assistant County Attor- 
ney Flood that Beisswanger had offered him 
$50 to leave town 

The justice said Bulfer had stolen office 
furniture end money from business men of 
Niles. 

** Bulfer just got out of the bridewell,”’ said 
Beisswanger. ‘I never offered him money 
to get out of town.

Work to Begin at Once. 

President Bartzen declared that the work 
of the committee would begin at once and 
that a thorough Inquiry would be made. 

“The Juvenile court law,” he said, “ has 
been in effect a number of years and there 
undoubtedly is a great deal of change neces- 
sary in it. For example, that old barbarous 
idea that it is a misdemeanor for any one to 
tell what has become of a ward of the Juve- 
nile court. It is my opinion tpat any officer 
who will see that enforced without protest 
is not fit to hold office. 

“The committee will simply discover what 
changes shouM be made in this law and make 
a report of them. Then we will try to make 
the changes they find necessary.”’ 


First Meeting This Week. 

Prof. Hotchkiss, chairman of the board, is 
dean of the Northwestern University School 
of Commerce. 

“J don’t know a great deal of conditions 
in the Juvenile court,”” he said yesterday. 
“T have not at present any suggestions for 
changes in the methods of procedure. 

“This committee will thoroughly inveesti- 
gate the work of the court. If it can see 
places for improvements it will make such

Increase of Illness. 

According to Dr. Caroline Hedger of the 
health department and settlement workers 
of the southwest side, there is an increase in 
babies cared for in the sick tents of the 
settlements. At the University of Chicago 
settlement house, 4680 Gross avenue, cases 


of infant sickness have increased 20 per 


cent in a ‘month. 

The Carey dump at Forty-seventh street 
and Western avenue is blamed. It has again 
become-a breeding place for disease and for 
carriers of germs, and for thousands of un- 
swatted flies that folluw the trail of refuse 
and garbage. . 

Improvement Clubs Protest. 
At a meeting of the Southwest Side AMili- 


ated Improvement Clubs the Carey dump | 


Was reported to warrant immediate action 
by health authorities. 

In direct defiance of the oclty ordinance, 
wagonloads of mixed garbage, and in some 
cases wet garbage, direct from the garbage 
cans of the neighborhood, have been duniped. 
Taken with the ever present odor of Bubbiy 
creek from the stockyards, health conditions 
of adjoining districts are affected.

OF WORLD'S FAIR 


South Park Commission Sells 
Gifts from Germany for 
a “Mere Song.” 


LIKE A WHITE ELEPHANT 


Collection’s Cost Estimated as 
High as $50,000; Realty 
Man Pays $205. 


A collection of World's Fair relics—a gift 
from the German government which later 
fell into the possession of the South Park 
commission—has been discarded by that 
body. It was sold for a “ mere song” and 
at a public auction. 

The collection consisted of the beautiful 
tuterior decorations from the office of the 
German commissioner general in charge of 
the German exhibition at the World’s Fair 
of 1898. 

Bought by Realty Dealer. 

Aside from its sentimental and historical 
value and its intrinsic artistic worth the col- 
lection is estimated to have cost between 
$10,000 and $25,000. Some are of the opinion 
that it originally cost close to $50,000. But 
the gavel of the auctioneer announced it sold 
When $205 was spoken by the successfu! bid- 
der. He is Jacob Glos, a Chicago real estate 
man, who lives in Elmhurst. 

The collection consists of walnut wains- 
ecating, a canvas painting from the ceiling 
of the room, pieces of woodcarving, also from 
the ceiling; a large mirror, stained glass win- 
dows, and a resplendent fireplace with strik- 
ing decorative scheme. 


“Sale Shows No Discourtesy.” 

John Barton Payne said last night that he 
knew little about the sale of the collection 
except that the commissioners had author- 
ged it. | 

“We could not use the stiff in our dew | 
pulléing, and we really did not know what to 
Ge with it. so we decided to sell the whole 
ecliection,”* sald Mr. Payne. “It wae not 
as costly as has been reported. I don't think 
that ft cost originally over $5,000. 

“The South park commissioners had a 
perfect right to do whatever they wished 
with the decorations, and we did not con- 
sider that we showed any discourtesy to the 
German government by selling the collection. 
We could not have turned it over to any 
guseum and we hed no place for it.”

SAY CONDITIONS IMPROVING. 


Auditing Department of Wells-Fargo 
Express Company Placed in Chicago. 


P. S. Eustis, passenger traffic manager of 
the Burlington, returned yesterday from a 
four days’ trip of inspection of the western 
reclamation and irrigated land district. He 
accompanied Secretary of the Interior Wal- 
ter L. Fisher on the trip. 

Mr. Eustis reported that Mr. Fisher had 
expressed himself as deeply impressed with 
the steady growth in the reclamation dis- 
trict, both in the government projects and 
in the districts developed by private capital. 

“The crop indications are favorable 
throughout the entire irrigated district,” said 
Mr. Bustis, “and are pretty good, though 
spotty, in the dry farming district. I went 
over this same territory last year, and I no- 
tice a marked improvement in crop condi- 
tions this year, due largely to improved 
methods.”’

DOUBTS SOCIAL ACTIVITY. 


Fears That American Embassy Will 
Not Be as Splendid as of Yore, 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

BERLIN, Aug 12.—No official intimation 
hea so far reached Berlin as to when John 
G. A. Leishman wil) take up his duties as 
American ambassador in succession to Dr. 
David Jayne Hill. The latter will arrive here 
from Switzerland the last of this month for 
the purpose of superintending the removal 
of his family’s persona) effects from the em- 
bassy house in the Rauchstrasse and present 
ing his letters of recall to the kaiser. 

This formelity will probably take place 
at the autumn parade of the garde du corps 
at the Temepeipof field on Sept. 1 or at one 
of the dinners or receptions at the palace 
which follows the racing. The retiring am- 
bassador is almost certain to be his majesty’s 
guest at table as a parting honor. 

Dr. Hill's last public appearance in Ger- 
many will probably be at Potsdam on Sept. 
2 on the occasion of the unveiling of the Von 
Steuben statue which has been presented 
to Germany by the American congress. The 
statue will be dedicated in the presence of the 
kaiser and the function will make a pictur- 


hesque military ceremonial. The statue has 


arrived in Germany in the charge of the 
sculptor, Albert Jager. 


Will Make Presentation. 


The official presentation on behalf of the 
American government will be made by S. B. 
Wolfran, the proprietor of the New York 
German Daily Herald, and Congressman 
Richard Bartholdt of Missouri. The Amer- 
ican authorities have asked the German war 
department to frame the German inscription, 
which embellishes the base of the statue. 

Such sentiments as find public expression 
in Germany in regard to Leishman’s appoint- 
ment are those of satisfaction. He has the 
reputation of being a keen diplomat and will 
meet at the foreign office an old time Con- 
stantinople colleage, Foreign Secretary von 
Kiderlin-Wachter, who was stationed at 
the Golden Horn intermittently as the Ger- 
man representative during Leishman’s nine 
years of service there.

These statements of Paris business men are 
further confirmed by the aspect of the city 
itself. Now that the usual Parisian crowd 
hae left for the summer holidays, the boule- 
vards would be empty and desolate were it 
not for American tourists, who, undaunted 
by the scorching sun and melting asphalt, 
can ‘be seen all day and every day going in 
and out of shops, giving the céntra! district 
the appearance of an American city to such 
an “mie that nothing has looked more like 
the busy section of lower Broadway than the 
Boulevard Haussmann during the last few 
days. 

Of course, temperatures at between 95 and 
100 do not encourage entertainments, butthe 
gardens and roof gardents of the chief hotels 
are as gay now as they were some weeks 
ago.

New Life for West End.

PARIS HAS PLAGUE OF ANTS; 
SOME OF THEM WINGED. 


Ordinary Kind Infest Boulevard Shops 
and Flying Sort the Champs Ely- 


sees Quarter. 


PARIS, Aug. 12.—The hot weather in Paris 
has brought with it a plague of a new, @ 
curious. and an unpleasant kind. It is a 
plague of ants, and the ants are both wing- 
less and winged. The winglessants infest the 
central quarters of the city, coming up by 
hundreds of thousands through the cracks 
in the parquet flooring, and forming armies 
which march through crevices in the wood- 
work and plaster of the walls. 

The confectioners’ and fruiterers’ shops are 
suffering a great deal from the plague, and 
tradesmen are trying to fight it with vine- 
gar. This they pour into the cracks and 
crevices and everywhere they think it pos- 
sible to cut off the ants’ line of march. The 
vinegar does not kill the insects. but they 
dislike the smell! of it and go elsewhere. 

The wingedc ants are infesting the Champs 
Elysées quarter and the Bols de Boulogne 
They fall down in swarms, and when once 
on the ground they have no strength to fly 
away again.

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ASSAILS LAWYER OF CAMORRA 


Witness Says Lioy Bribed Him to 
Swear to False Testimony. 


WILD SCENE IN COURT. 


Counsel Harangues Crowd, Saying He 
Is Second Dreyfus. 


VITERBO, Aug. 12.—Alessandro Lioy, the 
attorney for the defense, who had been ac- 
cused of unprofessional conduct by the prose- 
cution and rebuked by the court for precipi- 
tating violent scenes, was the object of an 
unfriendly demonstration in today’s pro- 
ceedings in the Camorra trial. 

Grimaldi, formerly chief of the branch ot 
the Camorra at Castellammare, took the 
stand and testified Lioy had bribed him to 
bear false witness against Tomasso de An- 
gelis. It is charged that the Camorrists, 
wishing to divert suspicion from themselves, 
caused the priest Vitozzi to falsely denounce 
De Angelis and Gaetano Amedeo as the 
murderers of Gennaro Cuoccolo and Signora 
Cuoccolo. 

Story Told by Witness. 

This is the story sworn to by Grimaldi: 

“A woman named Anastasi was the com- 
mon law wife of De Angelis. The two quar- 
relied and separated. The woman subsequent- 
ly gained an influence over the witness and 
induced him to join her in denouncing De 
Angelis as the murderer of the Cuoccolous 
in order that she might have revenge upon 
her, former companion. 

Lioy provided them with money as a re- 
ward for their accusation. ,Later Grimaidi 
became frightened at what he had done and 
said that he was going to confess. Lijioy then 
threatened him, saying that if he retracted 
his statements the lawyer would have him 
condemned for fraud in receiving money 
under false pretenses. Nevertheless Grimal- 
di said that he had decided to come to court 
and tell the truth. 


Lioy Harangues the Crowd. 

Lawyer Lioy appeared crushed by the 
revelations of the witness anc was hissei 
by the spectators. It was expected that he 
would forthwith withdraw from the case, but 
instead he rose and harangued the audi- 
ence. 

He said that he hoped that justice and his- 
tory would judge him and declared that 
he was a second Dreyfus. At this asser- 
tion the spectators howled.

Strange Career in Finance. 

Ernest T. Hooley lodged in a prison even 
though for but a brief period marks one of 
the most remarkable stories of the vicissi- 
tudes of English life that has heen recorded 
for a long time. 

It seems but yesterday when he was the 
most powerful, the most courted financial 
magnate of England. So powerful was te 
at that period of his life that he was made 
tempting offers by men themselves in the 
highest financial positions if he would only 
give the applicants the privilege of a sma!) 
share in the deals he was then making. 

It looked as if he could touch nothing with- 
out turning it into gold. One brilliant coup 
had not yet ceased to dazzle the Public 
when another followed with stunning rapid- 
ity, and there was nothing apparently to pre- 
vent Mr. Hooley from becoming master of as 
many millions ag he liked. 


Started in Bicycle Trade. 

His first big coup was with the cycle trade. 
The motor car had not yet been invented; the 
cycle was running its triumphant career as 
the amusement both of rich and poor, of old 
and young. Fashionable breakfast Parties 
used to be arranged in Battersea Park—one 
of the parks up to then frequented by the poor 
and not by therich—at which elderly beauties 
met young admirers to join in learning the 
control of the “ wheel.”’ 

Every country road in England was filled 
with the devotees of thé cycle. The cycle, in- 
deed, became among other things the badge 
of the emancipated Englishwoman; one of the 
many milestones on the road from the 
shackles in which tradition, Mrs. Grundy, 
and English prudery had confined her to the 
large life she now claims and largely enjoys. 

Mr. Hooley like most company promotergs 
is a psychologist; he gauged the public tem- 
per, with the result that he bought up cycle 
company after company—put them on the 
market and created such a boom that every 
small cycle company in the country had only 
to name the price and one company promoter 
or another swooped down to control and reselj 
it to the public. 


Reaps Fortune in Tires. 

From cycles Mr. Hooley passed by an easy 
transition to tires, and having made a dea] 
with that other powerful and remarkable 
financier—Mr. Harvey du Cros—he put the 
Dunlop tires on the market at a gigantic capl- 
tal and created a boom in tires that maddene@ 
the speculator in every market. Among other 
places the boom spread to Ireland—where 
the pneumatic tubs was born and first 
brought to realization—and today many a 
hard working smal! storekeeper in a little 
provincial town is trying once more to regain 
the small fortune. 

This was fallowed by an even bolder stroke. 
One day Mr. Hooley walked into the offices of 
Bovril; he found there a quiet, steady going 
old Scotchman, who was the managing di- 
rector and for years had conducted even thig 
big business in the slow, steady Scotch fash- 
ion. 

The little elderly Scotchman almost felj 
from his chair when Mr. Hooley without any 
preface offered him $10,000,000 for Bovril. 
The deal was ultimately made, the company 


was floated. 


Public Becomes “Hooley Mad.” 

The public became Hooley mad And Mr. 
Hooley was the man to rise to the situation. 
He had a grand seigneur manner in all his 
dealings, and he proceeded to add to his 
personal popularity and to the prestige of his 
mame by magnificent largesses to all and 
every kind of public charity or institution. 

Among other things he presented the great 
cathedral of St. Paul's with an entire com- 
munion service in solid gold. a present that 
was joyfully accepted by the cathecral au- 
thorities and at the same time freely criticised 
by more cautious observers who had often 
seen many su¢h financia) meteo-y biete and 
then disappear. 

During all this period Mr. Hooley lived ike 
a spiendid potentate. The Midland hotel is 
the chief of the caravansaries which now 
stand immediately outside the great depots of 
our biz railway systems, and its prices are 
high. Mr. Hooley was not satisfied with 
three or four rooms; he took almost an entire 
floor. In all of the many rooms which were 
hired by him you would find on any morning 
of the week as many people waiting to have 
a word with the great financier.

Pau, the new generalissimo received his 
commission in the closing years of the 
French empire, and as a young sublieutenant 
of 18, a pupil of France’s famous Ecole 
Polytechnique, he took part in the war of 
1870, and distinguished himself during the | 
siege of Paris as an officer of artillery. 
After the war he returned to the Ecole Poly- 
technique, and received on graduation a 
commission as lieutenant of the engineering 
corps, in which he spent the greater portion 
of his military career. It took him out to 
China, to Tongking, to the Soudan, to West- 
ern Africa, and to Madagascar, his principal

The Young Turks want to break the inde- 
Pendence of the mountaineers, as the first 
Hanoverians in England wanted to break the 
power of the Scottish Highland clans. They 
require not only that the murderous Malis- 
sores shall cease murdering, but that the un- 
taxed Malissores shall henceforth pay taxes. 

The fact is that the Malissores do not really 
want peace, because they are the servants 
of much more powerful masters, whose in- | 
terests lie in war.

And that is why, subsidized with 
Russian gold, he himself subsidized the re- 
bellious Malissores, who he hoped would fight 
until a general war ensues, and then upon 
the ruins of Turkey and Austria he could 
' rear the Greater Servia which he dreams. 

All of which reasoning would be irresisti- 
bly convincing if every man had the valiant 
heart of Nfitholas at Cettinje. But Nicholas 
is not a fool, and he knows that with 30,0u0 
mountain warriors, brave as they are, he 
cannot face the might of reorganized Tur- 
key, which—if left alone by other enemies— 
could march a million» men into his rocky 
capital. Nicholas, in short; knows that every- 
thing depends on the big empire. And this 
is a fatal link in his otherwise flawless 
chain of reasoning. -

make war, but to foil the Young Turks’ at- 
tempt to consolidate the Ottoman empire;

Talk of These Things and They Will 
Think You Know All About It. 


Airship—A dirigible balloon, not to be con- 
fused with an aeroplane or flying machine, 

Ailerons—Planes on either end of wings or 
between, used for balancing. 

Air hole—A wind condition found at the tail 
of a gust of wind when the air flows down- 
ward, taking all support from under the 
planes. | 

Biplane-—An aeroplane having two surfaces 
or wings, one above the other, 

Elevator—A plane placed at the front er 
rear, or beth, on an outstanding frame, 
and tiltable by the controls to steer up and 
down. 

Empennage—The rear part of an aeroplane 
comprising the tail, the rear elevator, 
and the rudder and their supports. 

Fuselage—The main framework of an apro- 
plane; the body part. 

Gnome motor—A rotary type of air cooled 
motor developed in France, having a num- 
ber of cylinders about a central crank 
case.

A WARNING. 

If so-called “‘ Black Hand ” methods con- 
tinue to go unpunished in Chicago they will 
come to be adopted by criminals generally. 

There is more than a hint of this in the 
daring attempt to blackmail Mrs. A. M. 
Billings, an attempt which, coming on the 
heels of the Marino abduction case, gives 
sharp emphasis to the lesson of these crimes. 

The police have done good work thus far 

in the Marino case, but have by no means 
- gucceeded as yet. The difficulties are very 
great owing to the custom of concealment 
among the Sicilians and the terrorization of 
But it is of the utmost 
_  ithportance that the real criminals shall be 
“run to earth and punished to the full extent 
of our drastic law. Nothing the police de- 
partment can do with aJl its resources should 
be left undone to accomplish this. 


LETTERS OF EARLY GOVERNORS. 

‘The “Collections of the Illinois State 
Historical Library,” made under various 
editors, are rapidly filling a large book 
shelf. We have had occasion to speak of 
_ these publications, notably the able colla- 
tion of the Lincoln-Douglas debates, with 
““ajl the pertinent matter, and the issuance 
«of the whole series is an important thing 
historically for the people of the state. 

One of the latest issues is volume II. of 
the executive series, being ‘“‘ Governors’ 
Letter Books, 1840-1853," covering the 
administrations of Carlin, Ford, French, 

‘and one letter of Matteson. Unfortunate- 

ly the letters of Ford and Carlin are not 
complete, and Gov. Duncan is not repre- 
sented by any. The period covered by the 
published letters was one of great impor- 
tance for Illinois. In it the population 
Was quadrupled, receiving wits American 
immigrants many from Germany and Ire- 
land. Lllinois, like the other western bor- 
der estates, was strongly bitten by expan- 
gion and internal improvement. Projects 
of the most magnificent dimensions were 
thrown at the legislature. Railroads and 
canals were proposed to gridiron the univ- 
habited prairies. At the same time finan- 
cial problems, seemingly unsolvable, were 
presented. The state’s debt was so great 
that one faction proposed repudiation, 
while another wished the federal govern- 
ment to assume the obligations. The 
state banking system was in chaos and 
the bankers did not seem to have learned 
much from the severe panic which had 
just shaken the land. , 

These, not to mention slavery and Mor- 
monism, were some of the things which 
confronted these pioneer executives. Like 
many who came after them, they weie 
politicians and at times partisans, but 
these letters, dry as they are, show them 
to be men of action, grappling with, to 


them. unvsua! situations. Perhaps the ) 


stormiest administration was that of 
Thomas Ford, himself one to seek rather 
than avoid trouble. But in spite.of his 
peppery temper and his drastic action in 
the Nauvoo affair he came ont of the sit- 
uation in a manner to win the praise even 
of his enemies. 

Not the least interesting of these letters 
are those which deal with the negotiations 
of the governors with eastern capitalists 


at a time when the state was in dire need

TO THE REPUBLICAN LEADERS. 

Tue Trieunw tariff poll strongly indi- 
cated that the president will be well sup- 
ported by his party in vetoing the wool, 
cotton, and free list bills of this session. 

But the poll also revealed the overwhelm- 
ing demand in the party and in the country 
for tariff revision downward wherever fair 
investigation justifies. 

Neither the party nor the country will 
submit to juggling and log rolling. The ses- 
sion of congress which will begin next De- 
cember must be a session of accomplishment 
so far as the Republicans of congress can 
make itso. The indefensible wool schedule 
and the cotton schedule must be revised, and 
revised radically in the interest of the peo- 
ple. The mood of the nation is not to be 
trifled with, and the champions of tariff 
privilege will dig the graves of their privi- 
lege and their own graves if they dare to 
defy or to evade the demand of the people 
for prompt, legitimate relief. 

Let there be no mistake upon this, gen- 
tlemen who lead the “ regular” phalanx of 
Republicanism in congress. The next regu- 
lar session, in so far as the Republicans can 
control it, must act for the people, or the 
Republican party will be swept at the nexs 
election to well deserved defeat. 


WHY COURTS BECOME UNPOPULAR, 
The other day a federal judge holding 
court in New York City fined a lawyer 
$45,000 for organizing wire pools. The 
district attorney begged for a jail sen- 
tence, because the lawyer was, in his 
estimation, a dangerous criminal. He 
had dragged into illegal combinations | 
honorable men who had no intention of 
doing an illegal act.’ When they became 
suspicious he told them he had consulted 
the department of justice and it had ap- 
proved. Nevertheless the judge let the 

man go with a fine. 

Not long ago he did send a man to jail 
for three months. He was an importer 
on a small scale of dates, figs, and cheese 
from Greece. He tried to cheat the cus- 
toms, as others have done, and got caught | 
at it. Probably he deserved what he 
got. But when this same judge had to 
pass on the same day on the case of &@ 
millionaire importer of millinery and 
dress goods mixed up in frauds which 
had cost the government a million and a 
hak he was let go with a $25,000 fine, 
though a jail sentence was asked for. 

The man was the less deserving of le- 
niency because he had jumped his bail, 
fled to Europe, and remained away for 
months. 

Barilier in the year another federal 
judge sitting in New York City refused 
to send to prison a wealthy art importer 
who had swindled the government out of 
millions, on the ground that he was in ill 
health and imprisonment might kill him. 

When the people see men who have 
stolen a few hundreds of dollars or less 
sent to prison, even when they are in ill 
health, while wealthy malefactors who 
have stolen millions escape, they begin to 
doubt the existence of “even handed jus- 
tice.” It occurs to them that judges 
might have a better sense of proportion 
in awarding punishments if they were 
subject to some degree of popular con- 
They commence talking about the 


trol. 


For that talk and the 
recall device some 


judges are responsible. 


POSSIBLE EXPLANATIONS. 

Five western railroads report that their 
passenger receipts for last month were 8 
million dollars less than those for the same 
month last year. On some of the eastern 
lines the July passenger business was not 
up to the mark. One western railroad man 
is at a loss to account for this poor showing. 
He can assign no cause except the business 
depression. 

That may have had something to do with 
it, but the genera! high temperature of last 
July may have had more. No one likes to 
travel in torrid weather, even on the best of 
trains. The long distance traffic of the 
roads must have been affected. Then, too, 
the steady extension of electric lines is tak- 
ing from the railroads more or less of their 
profitable short haul traffic. The rates on 
the-electric roads are a little less, and ip 
addition one who uses them escapes locomo- 
tive smoke and cinders. That is no small 
matter where summer travel is concerned. 
A journey on a steam railroad at that time 
of the year is a dirty journey.| The man 
who uses the electric road in July might use 
the steam road in January. 

Then there is the automobile. There is 
no doubt that it has taken much business 
away fron the roads during the vacation 
period. The family which has one stops 
patronizing the railroads except when long 
journeys have to be made. Trips to neigh- 
boring towns are no longer made by rail 
except in seasons of bad weather. 

The heat, the auto, the electric—these 
are explanations of the lean July of the 
steam roads. 


THE TUSSOCK MOTH. 

There should be no letup in the “ swat- 
ting of flies.” It is the great indoors 
duty of the season. But there are insect 
pests outside the house which can be 
pursued and killed with greater ease than 
flies, because they are not so agile. The 
city forester has called attention to one | 
of them and pleads for individual effort 
for its destruction. 

The man who has a tree on his prem- 
ises must take some delight in its beauty 
and its shade. That delight should in- 
duce him to spend a little time at this 
season in defending it from its arch en- 
emy—the tussock moth. It has been ex- 
ceptionally abundant this year, which 
means an unusually large’ crop of cater- 
pillars and cocoons, which ought to be 
smashed now, 60 that conditions may not

The esthete and the. utilitarian 
should join forces for a crusade against 
the tussock moth and all other insect 
enemies of tree life. 


SEA GNATS. 

Experts in aeronautics virtually unite in 
denying any value to the aeroplane as » 
destructive agent in warfare, limiting its 
usefulness to scouting, in which phase of 
campaigning it is rated as an important 
factor. This positiveness does not prevent 
speculation, and the imaginative persist in 
contemplating the demolition of dread- 
noughts by the sea gnats—the submarine 
and the aeroplane. 

In the recent maneuvers of the Atlantic 
fleet the performance of the submarines 


filled their supporters with joy. Construc- 


tively, they inflicted serious injury to the 
attacking fleet and demolished some of the 


best vessels of the American navy. 


For that reason the imagination is askel 


to contemplate an assault on a hostile fleet 


by a flock of gnats under the sea and in the 
air. Theorists who cling to the idea that 
the aeroplane may be an agent of destruc- 
tion do not put their faith in solitary ma- 
chines but in flocks of them—say 50, 100, 
or 200—assailing a fleet from the air while 
submarines are working under the _ sca. 
Against such an assault they insist that the 
expensive battleship of modern construction 
would be useless. Ordnance officers ridi- 
cule the idea of any air craft keeping out of 
range and yet maintaining a position from 
which explosives might be dropped effect- 
ively, but the theorists say it is not one ma- 
chine against which the battleship in the 
future must guard iteelf but a swarm of 
them. 

Whence they are to come unless the hos- 
tile fleet be but a little distance off the coast 
is another matter. Again, experts are vir- 
tually united in saying that it is an impos- 
sibility for a ship to loose them from its 
own deck and expect them to find their way 
back—this in spite of the success which has 
attended some efforts to arise from and re- 
turn to a vessel. It is practical only under 
the most favorable conditions, such as could 
not be depended on for an emergency. 

Responaible naval authorities fear that 
congressional wiseacres will get the idea 
that methods of warfare are to be revolu- 
tionized in a few years, and will use this as 
an excuse to prevent appropriations for con- 
struction of high power and highly expen- 
sive battleships. Because of ghis fear it is 
said that the development of the submarine 
has been held back. It may also explain 
the reluctance to grant that aeroplanes will 
have any destructive ability.

ROMANCE IN OLD CLAIMS. 

One of Mark Twain's stories was aimed 
at the red tape of the government. It re- 
lated the experiences of a map who in- 
herited the claim of John Wilson. McKin- 
zie for sixty barrels of beef contracted to 
be furnished to Sherman’s army, but which 
provisions decayed while the contractor was 
trying to catch up with Sherman on his 
march to the sea. A great many persons 
have laughed at the tale, but there is not 
so much exaggeration in it as might be 
imagined from Twain's style of telling it. 

There are claims filed in Washington 
and in London aggregating several mil- 
lion dollars, some of which have remained 
unargued and uncollected for at least a. 
hundred years. ' There is a likelihood of 
some of these being passed upon, now that 
our government has agreed for the tirst 
time in a good many years to submit to 
arbitration under chapter IV. of The Hague 
convention what are known as the “ Brit- 
ish pecuniary claims.” This might have 
been done sooner if the late John Hay when 
secretary of state, becoming tired of at- 
tempts to secure justice for an American 
fishing boat captain whose craft was seized 
in Canadian waters, had not by inference 
served notice on the British government 
that no claims from its citizens would be 
considered at Washington until a disposition 
was shown in London to treat our claim- 
ants with fairness. This policy, it is said, 
has held good until recently, when the pres- 
sure at Washington became so strong that 
arbitration was decided on. The American 
claims exceed the English by over a mil- 
lion dollars. 

They range from indemnities asked for 
strawberries picked by soldiers -from the 
farm of a British subject living at Chicka- 
mauga in 1898 to restitution of mining lands 
in South Africa valued at more than $2,000,- 
000, which an American says were wrong- 
ly taken from him. There are claims based 
on grants of lands to the Indians made 
by the British government in colonial days. 
In these musty archives are stories of ad- 
venture, of great ‘fortunes made and lost, of 
captivity, deprivation, and suffering. Here 
for those with observation and imaginatioa 
is the stuff of which romance is made. 


THE CAMORRISTS IN PRISON : 

The principal -witnesses against the 
Camorrists, the caribiniers assigned to in- 
vestigate the Cuocollo murders, have been 
heard, and corroborative testimony -has 
begun. One of the most interesting wit- 
nesses was Vincenzo Abbate, governor of 
the prison at Pozzuoli, near Naples. Among 
other things, he said: 

During my thirty years’ experience 1 have had 
the worst scum of the Camorra pass through my 
hands. I have never met a gentleman nor an in- 
dividual able to speak the truth. Al) the Camor- 
rists are together in a pack by themselves. and they 
rob non-Camorrist inmates in every way possibile, 
the high grade Camorrists exercising control over 
the distribution of victuals sent t6 them from out- 
side.| When néw inmates come they declare them- 
selves Camorrists just as one might state his na— 
tionality. They know they will be placed with 
the rest of thelr fellows. I learn their grades 
obedient to 


| part of the prison they happen to be they always 


manege to communicate, no matter how stringent 
the_precautions. They are past masters in lying 
and calumny, and are everlastingly engaged in 
plotting secret correspondence with the outside 
world. All measures to suppress it have failed. 


The problem confronting the Italian gov- 
ernment’in dealing with this organization 
of the sedimentary product of ages of ig- 
norance and oppression staggers the mind. 
It is impossible not to admire the courage 
and determination of the present prosecu- 
tion. It is but a skirmish in what must be 
a bitter, perilous, and protracted struggle. 
Yet it is only by-beginning that the task can 
be ended, and ended it must be for the 
honor and health of Italy. Fundamentally, 
of course, the Camorra must be fought by 
the education and the economic betterment 
of people. But meanwhile an tmportant 


part of this education is the strong hand 


of discipline, vigorous and persistent en- 
forcement of law, and firm support of all 
the agencies of the law. Men like Capt. 
Fabbioni should be well rewarded. No 
leader of ‘a forlorn hope in battle is more 
worthy of the nation’s gratitude. 


THE COMMERCIAL TRAVELER. 

Mr. E. R. Rohde, secretary of the 
Commercial] Travelers’ congress of Iowa, 
writing to Tue Trispune in comment 
upon a recent editorial criticising hotel 
discrimination against traveling sales- 
men, brings forward some significant fig- 
ures. He says there are 12,000 commer- 
cial travelers in Iowa alone and 600,000 
in the United States. The amount these 
business men contribute to hotels he 
places ‘at the enormous sum of $360,000,- 
000. Add to this the larger expenditures 
for railway fare and baggage and some 
conception of what the commercial trav- 
eler means to the hotel and transporta- 
tion interests will be gained. 

What is obvious from the figures named 


by Mr. Rohde is that this great body of | 


alert, energetic, and enterprising men may 
accomplish, if they will, a great deal to 
improve conditions of travel and living 
throughout America. Two of three years 
ago THe TRIBUNE cf@lled attention to the 
question of fire protection in hotels in 
small cities and towns, and urged action, 
which was taken, we believe, by the 
Commercial Travelers’ association in Illi- 
nois, to procure legislation. Whether this 
agitation has been kept up with effect we 
do not know. Oonditions of sanitatign 
and reasonable convenience and, above 
all, the matter of cooking, which has so 
much to do with any man’s efficiency, 
should be taken up collectively, with re- 
sults which would benefit the whole coun- 
try as well as the commercial travelers. 
Mr. Rohde also calls attention to the 
fact that commercial travelers often are 
deprived/of their votes by necessary ab- 
sence from home. There ought to be a 
way out of this, especially in the case of 
general elections. Upon proper showing 
before some county judge or magistrate 
a commercial traveler might be allowed 
to cast his ballot and remit it to the elec- 
tion officials of his home district, where 
it could be verified and counted. Oom- 
mercial travelers should not be disfran- 
chised for any important election. It is 
bad public policy to lose the votes of men 
who are well informed and active minded.

Thijs is e matter of such common 
and positive knowledge to everybody of any 
standing in Viennese society and in the Aus- 
trian official world, that it is difficult to un- 
derstand how any woman can have been 
accepted on this side of the water as the 
natural daughter of the ill fated crown prince 
and of Baroness Marie Vetzera, 

Yet there is a person who, styling herself 
Alma Vetzera, married three years’ ago, 
,George Osborne Hayne, who is now seeking 
to divorce her fn the courts of the state of 
New York, naming as co-respondent Justin 
B. McDougald, son of a wealthy Cobalt mine 
owner, making his home at Montreal. 

_ The young fellow’s father, objecting to his 
son's infatuation, which he regarded as 
crazy, had him committed to a sanatorium, 
near Montreal, conducted by Belgian priests, 
and when Mrs. Vetzera Hayne had the in- 
credible impudence to bring habeas corpus 
proceedings in the Canadian courts to secure 
the liberation of the young fellow, her appli- 
cation was defeated on several grounds, one 
of which was the fact that the lad was stilla 
minor.

It would be interesting to learn whether 
the woman described herself as Alma “‘ Vet- 
sera '’ in the affidavits which she presented 
to the Canadian courts in applying for the 
writ of habeas corpus, and whether she made 
any mention of her alleged parentage, since 
in that case she would render herself liable 
to a criminal prosecution for perjury.

In fact 
his throne will become in this way placed 
just as much under the protection of the czar 
as that of King Nicholas of Montenegro, who, 
had it not been for Russia's backing, would 
long ere this have been absorbed by Aus- 
tria, on account of the trouble which it has 
constantly been giving to that power for 


, the past thirty years. 


Princess Heien ig 27 years of age, and since 
her father became king of Servia has di- 
vided her time between Belgrade, where she 
did the- honors of his court, and Italy, where 
she made her home for several months each 
year, with her aunt, Queen Helen of Italy. 
Indeed, it is at the royal Italian castle of 
Racconigi, in Piedmont, that the princess’ 
official betrothal has taken place. 

Princess Helen’s fiancé is Prince John Con- 
stantinovitch, eldest son of the Grand Duke 
Constantine Constantinovitch, who has been 
frequently described in these letters as the 
poet of the house of Romanoff, as the trans- 
lator of most of Shakspeare’s works into 
Russian, and as president of the Imperial] 
Academy of Sciences of Russia. Prince John 
is just a year the junior of his bride to be, 
and is a stalwart young subaltern of the 
regiment of Chevalier Gardes de |’'Imperatrice 
at St. Petersburg. As he represents the 
fourth generation of descent from the throne, 
he does not enjoy the title of grand duke nor 
yet the predicate of imperial highness, hay- 
ing to content himself with*that of “ high- 
ness.”” Princess Helen ita of the same faith 
as her future husband, and they will make 
a handsome couple. The old Grand Duchess 
Alexandra Josefovna, who died the other 
day, was the young prince’s grandmother, 
and he is a great grandson of Emperor

Since even the London Times, fn its elab- 
orate obituary of the late Duchess of Devon- 
shire, has confessed itself unable to give any 
definite information with ard to her age, 
and that all the other lish papers are 
similarly at sea about the matter, it may be 
as well to state here that she was born at 
Hanover on Jan. 15, 1832, which would make 
her 79 years and eight months old at the 
time of her demise. She was married at 
Hanover to the seventh Duke of Manchester 
when 20 yearsofage. Probably not even her 
nearest friends in England are aware of the 
fact that she has left two sisters, the younger 
one of them rejoicing in the somewhat un- 
usual Christian name of Guidobaldine. who 
has been once widowed and twice divorced;

Knowing how is half the battle. Practice 
and study count. Skill and efficiency mean 
a long time getting ready. We are familiar 
enough with this truth in ordinary matters. 
We send boys to school and prentices to 
the shop, and would-be stenographers to 
night school. For we recognize that the 
untrained man these days has to get off 
the earth, there’s no room for him. But we 
often fail to carry this primitive common 
sense Over into the more serious concerns. 
We forget that one also has to learn—how 
to live. One cannot go at it tooth and nail. 
it is not to be stormed, forced, and stam- 
peded. It takes science, training, and prac- 
tice. 
The learning how its hard, always; but es- 
sential. The only things 6ne can do with- 
out practice are over-eating, over-drinking, 
laziness, bad temper, selfishness, and gen- 
eral meanness, also uselessness. But the 
good things come hard. Take humility, 
rarest and noblest of virtues. The only road 
to humility is by being humiliated, which 


hurts. | | 

The only way to patience is by self-re- 
straint under irritatiom If there is nothing 
to gnaw and worry and heckle us, then we 
never learn that beautiful art of patience. 
The only path to belief, that is, to the only 
kind of belief that is of any use to character, 
is through doubt. Faith is a product that 
is ground out of the mill of dismay, con- 
fusion, despair and struggle. Intellectual 
assent is cheap. The confidence that is a 
triumph of the soul over pessimism and 
fatuous reasonings is worth something. 

The only means toward rest is work. It 
is to tired bones the bed tastes sweet. The 
soul can never enjoy letting go that has never 
hung on. Real placidity is the product of 
strenuosity. 

So also the preparation for knowledge is 
love. Truth is not a lump of something a 
man may go and pick up. Truth is not any 
thing atall It is relation, a quality, a shine, 
an odor. It is not perceived by the intellect; 
it is percelfyed by the heart; the intellect 
merely criticises and classifies it. The secret 
of Edison's discoveries, and of Koch's, and 
of Marconi’s, is love. Only love can see. It 
has the X-ray eye. And this is trve in bust- 
ness, or science, or literature, or art, quite 
as much ae in religion. Brains can amass 
truths and pigeonhole them and arrange 
them; only passion of some sort can find 
them out where they are hidden. 

Sorrow, disappointment, heartbreak. be- 
reavement, all such things are the anterooms 
of greatness. There is a state into whicha 
man can grow where he resembles an ordi- 
nary man about as much asa fine thorough- 
bred horge resembles a cheap, brokendown 
hack, or as a big American beauty rose re- 
sembles a dusty weed. Nobleness of char- 
acter, grandeur of soul, sweetness of apirit, 
no one can get these without being prepared. 

Some of us have the ignorant notion that 
we could be noble if we cared to make the 
effort. We are like the man who, when 
asked if he could play the violin, sald he 
didn’t know—he'd never tried. 

What a deal of getting ready to live is 
needed! A man never really learns how to 
live ti he’s ready to die. And if with most 
of us, all of us, life is a mighty getting ready, 
then it is a getting ready for—what? 

It is this tremendous question that unlocks 
the door of death and gives us our eur 
hope of the life beyond.

Philatelism Is Such a Science.

POSTAGE stamp auction is not the 
least in the world like the open board 
of trade. Far fromit. A stamp auc- 
tion is more like“a prayer meeting in 
general quiet and deportment. In 

fact, the auction has the prayer meeting 
-packed clear off the prayer rug. There are 
Jittle giggling girls at prayer meetings and 
also young men who are aware that beauti- 


ful young women are present. But at a 
atamp auction al) is silence—except the auc- 


_ tloneer—and reverence and rapt attention. 


There are two reasons for the superior eti- 
quette and decorum of the postage stamp 
sale. One is that George V.. recently 
growned king of England, is the world’s 
gost ardent stamp collector. The other is 
that a Chicago pawnbroker has inserted an 
gdvertisement in the stamp collectors’ jour- 
mal to the effect that he will accept stamp 
collections as collateral. The stamp enthu- 
giast, therefore, having been called from the 
catacombs, as it were, and welcomed to court 
“by both Cesar and Croesus, has been put upon 
‘his court manners. 

The self-restraint of the philatelist—yes, 
they are called philatelists now, not stamp 
coliectors—is remarkable. He crouches on 
his stool, pencil in hand, eyes glued to cata- 
logue. No matter how great the excitement, 
not a word escapes him. Now and then as 
some philatelic treasure is snatched from 
him by a higher bid a look of anguish flashes 
across his face. But he makes no outcry. He 


sits there dumb.

There are auctions every two weeks in the 
Republic building, the headquarters of the 
Chicago Philatelic society, the Marquette 
building, and at ene or two other places. 
Chicago has the reputation of keeping the 
price of stamps higher than it should be. 

Before the Geath of King Edward, the 
present monarch was honorary president 
of the British Philatelic society, and, by 
Jove, you know, he attended many of the 
meetings in person, he did in fact. Since 
the coronation and other troubles have be- 
fallen him he has had to content himseif 
with being a mere patron of the society. 
Philatelists have shown their appreciation 
of his patronage, however, by having the 
new issue of British stamps engraved with 
his portrait. 

Chicago fans are now making ready to re- 
ceive the American Philatelic society when 
it holds ite twenty-fifth anniversary stamp 
exhibition here on Aug. 22-26. There is to 
be a competitive stamp exhibition at the Art 
institute, with seventy-seven gold, silver, and 
bronze medals for prizes. The exhibited 
stamps will be insured for $400,000. George 
H. Worthington of Cleveland, the foremost 
American oollector, alone wilt send stamps 
covered by a $250,000 policy. Charles Lathrop 
Pack of Cleveland will show his $20,000 New 
Zealand collection, and the Crocker collection 
of Hawalians may be shown aleo, the coliec- 
tion being valued at $50,000. 

H. N. Mudge of Chicago Is president of the 
national association. P. M. Wolsieffer is 
president of the Chicago association. Among

The Chicago stamp auctions bring bids from 
all parts of the United States. Summer isthe 
dull season, for stamp collecting Is essentailly 
@ fireside sport. It is not often that valuable 
collections are put on auction during hot 
weather. At the auction by the United Stamp 
company last Wednesday, however, 162 bids 
were received. When « collector has to sell 


a 


fice them. Rare stamps always bring their 
value, but the genera’ run of ordinary issues 
g0 at fractions of their catalogue value. At 
@ recent auctiona block of six Gicilian stamps 
of 1859 brought $12.80, whereas their cata- 
logue value was only $6. The Aicilian stamps 
have become more attractive since the earth- 
quake disaster destroyed the larger part of 
those in existence. 

A five pound Transvaal stamp sold for 
$22.25, a St. Vincent stamp valued at $20 
sold for $12.35, a West Australian stamp de- 
scribed as “‘ No. 4, superb, a gem,” brought 
$8.70, a 10 cent Bolivian “error,” sold for 
$6.25, but its catalogue value was given as 
$30. The general run of auctioned stamps, 
however, bring only about 10 to 25 per cent 
of their catalogue markings.

Paris is the center of the stamp colleo- 
tion business. There from 8 tp 5 o’clock 
on every Thursday and Sunday afternoon of 
the year a crowd of stamp dealers and col- 
lectors gathers just back of the Elysee pal- 
ace, where is the stamp market. Dealers 
come here from.all over the world. 

Stamp collecting began shortly after the 
first use of stamps in England in 1840, and 
grew until at one time gimost every schoo! 
child had a big album of stamps. This child. 
ish interest has died out now to a large ex- 
tent, and the business of collection is car- 
ried on by wealthy men who can afford it 
or by occasional] enthusiasts who have no 
money for their hobby, but who actually de- 
Prive themselves of common necessities in 
order to procure desired specimens. Be- 
sides the King of England, the Russian czar, 
the king of Italy, the German kaiser, and 
the king of Spain, may be numbered among 
royal collectors who have fine collections. 

The finest collection in the world is the 
Ferarri, the property of an Italian nobleman. 
It fs valued at $1,000,000. The British mon- 
arch has perhaps the second best collection, 
including a practically complete set of Mau- 
ritius stamps, which are exceedingly rare. 
The best collection of United States stamps 
is owned by the Earl of Crawford. 

An international exhibition of stamps is 
to be held in Vienna in September.

Thisisa 
rather broad statement, but Chicagoans will 
be satisfied if Jeffking has ‘“sized*’ it up 
right. for the racing circuits in France are 
famous for their speed.

Racegoers will have a fine opportunity to

dates. The Chicago run is from Oct. 6 to 18, 
inclusive, and the Glidden from Oct. 15 to 
25, inclusive. 

It hardly is expected Chicago will attempt 
to make a team entry in the Glidden, for it 
is believed the contestants in the national 
endurance test will come from cities and 
towns along the route from New York to 
Jacksonville, Fla. It is to be expected there 
will be several teams tied for the trophy 
because of the easy character of the run, but 
in that event the A. A. A. proposes to have 
@ technical examination and penalise those 
cars which show weaknesses in the way of 
breakages or loose parts, which ought to 
evolve a definite winner of the famous trophy 
now held by the Chalmers. 

Another event of the past week was the ar- 
rival in Los Angeles of the ocean to ocean 
tourists who passed through Chicago on their 
way west from the Atlantic coast.

Advancing and aggressive civilization has 
driven the fragrant wood pussy from his 
once favorite haunts near Chicago, but even 
the most a. a. c. doesn't seem to be able 
to dislodge or destroy another dangerous 
accompaniment of the rural districts around 
Chicago—namely, poison ivy. 

This grows wild, in riotous profusion, all 
along the north shore.

Mrana- 
gers are always keeping their eyes upon the 
dramatic schools from which to recruit prom- 
ising material for their companies. 


Physical Culture Teachers Sought, 


The demand for trained teachers of phy- 
ical culture is becoming greater as the public 
is coming to understand more fully the bene- 
fits to be received from this work. Many 
young men and women are taking the normal 
courses Offered by the schools of physica! 
culture, intending to make this their life 
work. Playground associations are multi- 
plying with almost inconceivable rapidity. 
Every pleyground demands the services or 
at least one, generally several, physica! di- 
rectors.

cing in all its branches, to acquire physical 
poise and the poetry of motion, will find just 


what is needed for full development as a 


dancer in the dancing school.. Nor is the 
student wishing the opportunity to obtain 
proficiency in ballroom dancing neglected. 
"here is a great.need for thoroughly 
trained dancing teachers—young men and 
women who understand dancing in al! its 
branches. 


Beauty Specialists Fill a Need. 

Never was there such a desire on the part 
of every intelligent woman for daintiness 
and intelligent care of the person. Nolonger 
is it considered extravagance to pay a skilled 
shampooer for her labor. It is considered 
the greatest extravagance to neglect to 
counteract the suré ravages of time with the 
skilled fingers of the facial masseuse. 

Hence the peed of training schools of known 
reputation where the aris of the toilet. the 
profession of the hairdresser, the manicurist. 
the masseuse, can be learned in a thoroughly 
scientific and: correct Way—and with no un- 
necessary waste of time on the part of the 
student—schools of hairdressing and mani- 
curing, where the iatest modes and ideas of 
the great Furopear and American fashion 
centers first make their appearance. 

Few lines of educational work are more im- 
portant and still fewer more practical than 
qualifying young men and young women for 
stenographiec work. 

Something more than ability to write and 
read shorthand and operate a typewriter is 
required of a qualified stenographer, who 
must be proficient in English, spelling, cap- 
italization. and punctuation. and who has 
good judgment and tact. Stenography af- 
1ords fine opportunities for employment in 
congenial! and remunerative work, and pro- 
motion from stenographic positions are more 
certain and satisfactory than from almost 
any kind of office work in which young men 
and women maj engage.

Thompson ruled favorite for the title, 
butit was thought Brundage and Quarnstrom 
of the C. A. A. would give him a hard run 
for the gold medal. 

Thompson recorded the best performance 
of the meeting when he won the half mile in 
the fast time of 4:37 3-5. This establishes a 
new record for the walk in championships.

Eugene Schobinger, the all around athlete 
the C_ A. A, was the next performer to 
establish a new record for the games when 
cleared the bar at 11 feet 10 inches. This 
Performance gave him 1,016 points, which 
placed him in the running for the title. The

Michael McVermott, swimming under the 
colors of the ©. A. A., won the fourth an- 
nual renewal of the two and a half mile swim 
from Lake View crib to Wilson beach yester- 
day afternoon, his time being 1:04:27, which 
is regarded as remarkable, considering the 
heavy, choppy condition of the water. Moe-

Twenty-eight men entered the race, and 
of these all except four finished, though the 
last men to come in had been in the water 
nearly two hours before they finally reached 
the finishing rope.

of the race at the outset. Joseph Steuer, the 
man who won the river race two weeks ago, 
was also given a good chance to win. but 
failed to show up for the event. 


NW. Ferguson Takes Lead. 

N. Ferguson jumped into the lead fn the 
first half mile, gaining nearly fifty yards on 
McDermott, who was second, a few yards in 
front of Briggs.

Frank Married Schulte put another vic- 
tory in King Cole’s tiara yesterday and kept 
the Cubs in first place by whaling out twe 
home runs—Nos. 16 and 17, series MCMXI.— 
good for five runs, in the first two Innings 
of thé penultimate game of the series with 
St. Louis. Subsequent doings of subordinate 
note made the final count 9 to 1. 

Schulte got in his heavy cannonading early 
in the day and put the small crowd of en- 
thusiasts on cushions of ease. His No. 16 
four bagger was made in ‘the first inning 
and was preceded by a pass to Sheckard, 
making it good for two runs. That swat 
cleared the tall score board back of right 
fleld and apparently was lost in the low 
hanging clouds. 

The No 17 clout followed in the second 
inning, right on the heels of No. 1f, and was 
good for three runs, because it was preceded | 
by Cole's single and Sheckard’s second con- 
secutive walk. This home run did not cimb 
out of the lot, but hit among the painted al- 
phabet high up on the same score board. 
The same Schulte got another clean drive in 
the eighth, but it was only a single and 
caused no commotion. 


King Cole Also Some Slugger. 

King Cole himself developed into a slug- 
ger of no mean quality, driving out a single 
and a near home run, on which he made two 
bases. He might have been out if Ellis had 
thrown to second, because the King wage so 
delighted with the graceful flight of his 
swat that he kept watching it and forgot to 
touch first base, so had to turn back and 
repair his mistake. When Ellis did get the 
ball he fired it to third without looking, natu- 
rally «xnecting Cole would be there or on 
the way home.

Steel, who started for the Cardinals, had 
all the temper taken out of his whip by 
Schiulte's two wallops, and retired at the end 
of the second Inning. He was hit only three 
times, but gave three passes and the combt!- 
nation was good for five runs. Golden went 
on in the third and started with a pass, which 
paved the way to another pair of Cub tallies. 
After that Galdy steacied and held the Cubs 
until the seventh, in which his engine ran 
away and he started going up so fast you 
could hardly see him. Four bases on balisin 
a row forced one Cub across the plate before 
Manager Bresnahan could steer Golden into 
his hangar and McAdams out inéo the open. 
The newcomer sunk a wild pitch into the off 
hind leg of Sater. forcing home another run, 
then retired the side and wound up the game 
expeditiously. 

The support given the wild slabmen was 
perfection, otherwise there is no guessing 
how high the score would have mounted.

Horsemen Confident Billings Nags Will 
Reduce Sulky Mark, 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

Im a general way the trotting of a mile to 
wagon by Uhlan in 2:00 was the event of the 
week in harness horse affairs, although 
horsemen are in nowise surprised that the 
gelding geccomplished the feat. 

It is somewhat remarkable, however, that 
the champion trotting mare and the cham- 
pion gelding should be so equa! in their abii- 
ity to show fast miles at different styles 
of hitch, that both should be owned by the 


game man, and that the wagon performances 


of each should be under his reinsmanship. 
The 2:00 wagon mile of Uhlan, driven by Mr. 
Billings, just equals the best heat by Lou 
Dillon at the same hitch and the best mile 
to sulky “by the horse, 1:58%, driven by 
Charles Tanner, is within a quarter of a sec- 
ond of the 1:58% of Lou Dillon in harness 
with Millard Sanders holding the reins. 

It is evident that as far as miles at top 
gpeed are concerned the present champion 
and the former one are evenly matched, and 
the chances are that at a shorter distance 
there would be no appreciable difference be- 
tween them. The quarters in Uhlan’s wagon 
mile were :29%, 60%, :30%, :30, and the fact 
that the fastest two, the first and the last, 
were those in which the horse trotted a good 
part of each quarter onaturn shows what 
& resolute going fellow the black gelding is. 


Wagon Hitch Fast as Sulky. 

So far as the mere time of the mile is con- 
cerned it is well to bear in mind the fact, 
mot generally appreciated, that to some 
horses the wagon hitch is just as fast as the 
sulky. This was well shown in the case of 
The Abbot, a champion, whose best record 
to sulky was 2:08%. The s@me season he 
made that record Geers drove him an in- 
official mile in his work over the Lexing- 
ton track in 2;08% to wagon at a time when 
there were at least a dozen other trotters or 
pacers on the course, and in that mile it was 
mecessary to pull out at the third turn and 
go around a couple of floats that were 
smoothing the track in preparation for the 
afternoon's races. 

That mile, taking into account the circum- 
stances under which it was trotted, certainly 
Was as good as one in 2:02%, had the horse 
been at the pole all the way, had a runner 
at his side, and the track been specially pre- 
pared for the trial. However, it is probable 


that before the season ends Uhlan will beat 


2:00 to wagon, and in the meantime Mr. 
Billings must be content with having driven 
two horses owned by himself in faster time 
than any other amateur ever drove one. 


Mile Notable One. 

In other respects than the great mile by 
Uhlan, the Cleveland meeting was a notable 
one, perhaps the best showing of the pacing 
class affairs being the race put up by the 
Canadian pecer Hal B, Jr., which took the 
opening heat of the 2:06 pace from The Limit 
in 2:08 and then forced the son of Search- 
light to step the next mile in 2:06% to win, 
after which the rest was easy. At the close 
of last season the record of Hal B. was 2:10%, 
mede over a half mile track, but he material- 
ly bettered this in July by pacing one of the 
Canadian two lap courses in 2:0T% 

Then he came to Detroit to make his first 
easay over a mile ring—and it was a tight 
@t for him to win in about 2:07. Some per- 
sons figured from this fact the horse was at 
his speed limit, but as a rule the trotter or 
pacer campaigned wholly on half mile tracks 
must go two or three hard races over the 
mile rings before he becomes accustomed to 
the long stretches, and the particular mus- 
cles the straightaway work calls into use 
are seasoned for the gontinued effort which 
never is necessary on a half mile track. . 

There was enough of this hardening accom- 
plished by the Detroit race to enable Hal B. 
Je. to step his opening mile at Cleveland the 
following week in 2:06—which isa wonderful 
reduction in so short a time and indicates 
that the Canadian pacer, cence he is at home 
on the mile tracks, will step right at the two 
minute mark. 

Brings Out Quality of Stallion. 

Algo the race brought out in strong relief 
the supreme quality of the big stallion, The 
Limit, which, previous to this year, had 
been accounted by some of the critics rather 
a failure. In respect of the ability to race 
his fields, no matter how strong they may 
be, into the ground and then win in com- 
paratively slow time, The Limit reminds 
one greatly of his sire, Searchlight, 2:03%, 
now owned in Illinois, but hailing from Cal- 
ifornia, where The Limit was bred, in his 
campaigning days Myron McHenry, who 
drove Searchlight, not only hands him the 
palm as the best racehorse pacer of a day 
when such good ones as Anaconda, J. R. 
Gentry, and others of that class were in 
commission, but credite him with more real 
class than any of them. 

That sort of a stallion should make a great 
sire—especially if, as in the case of Search- 
light, he is well bred—and while The Limit 
ie by no means the only good performer of 
the Searchlight family, he is showing so 
much class this year as to call particular 
attention to hie sire. I know that before 
The Limit was started in a race Macey 
worked him a mile at Detroit In 2:02%, and 
with a little luck he has a chance to be close 
to a two minute pacer by fall. 


Nothing Much to Beat. 

It was a fortunate thing for the men who 
follow the Geers stables in blind fashion 
that at Detroit the trotter Gordon Todd 
‘bad nothing much to beat and was not 
asked for a mile below 2:18, because le prob- 
ably would have landed just where he did 
at Cleveland, wherm he finished 2, 7, 5, in 
2:10%, 2:12 2:10%. He started a big fa- 
yorite but broke in the first heat when he 

ked to have it won, repeating the per- 
noe in the subsequent miles. 

Todd according to the Memphis 
irds of last spring, was going to be the 
ooster for the Todd family. He could 
handle Anvil, The Huguenot, and all of the 
ether green trotters at the Tennetsee town 
in their work, “and do it right.” He like- 
wise was going to win the M. and M.. 
and @ltogetHer a pretty rosy future was 
mapped out for the stallion. , Another mem- 
ber of the family, Electric Todd, which had 
been moved from the stable of Joe Gahagan 
to that of “Lon” McDonald, was going to 
improve a lot, all hands said, but he also 
is not winning. 

The Todds are admittedly a wonderful fam- 
fly for early speed, and the blood of the 
dead son of Ringen is invaluable to breeders 
for this quality alone, but aside from Ken- 
tucky Todd the family has not furnished 
the winners of important races, although the 
etrain is wonderfully potent and “ carries’ 
well, as witness three yearling trotters from 
the first crop of Kentucky Todd foals beat- 
ine 2:30. No other stallion has any such 
showing, and while the family never may be 
notable for the production of racehorse trot- 
ters of the highest type, the blood is so 
wonderfully plastic and so prolific in speed 
production that it is bound te be one of the 
most highly valued factors in the upbuild- 
ing of the American trotter. 

Attention was called in this column last 
Gunday to the sad predicament of several 
@éitors of turf journals who, when Joha 
Madden proposed a sweepstakes between So- 
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» S§FAEo, Joan, and some other noted horses, 
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nearly tore their typewriters to pieces de- 
nouncing the canny Pennsylvanian for try- 
ing to bunk somebody into buying Soprano 
on the strength of the talk about her having 
a chance to beat Joan, Hailworthys et al. 
Most of the editors showed by figures how 
absurd Madden’s talk was, but Madden went 
right along conversing until he had made 
the race and induced the owners of the 
trotters named, and of Sterling McKiauney, 
2:06, to put up $500 apiece, with $500 more 
due from each nominator the night before the 
race, which is scheduled for the Columbus 
meeting. : 

At the time of this teapot tempest I sug- 
gested that as for two decades Madden had 
been the shrewdest horse dealer the world 
ever had seen, it was possible he knew what 
he was talking about, especially as Soprano 
had been trained a season for him by W. J. 
Andrews, a topnotch conditioner and reins- 
man. The scolding editors laid great stress 
upon the fact that Soprano’s reoord was only 
2:07%, while that of Joan was 2:04%, both 
mares being the same age, 4, and they 
scouted the idea that even Madden could 
believe that any 2:07\% trotter had the slight- 
est chance to overtake a 2:04% one when both 
were of the same age when their best reo- 
ords were made. 


Showed Speed Last Year. 
While this condition appeared plausible, ft 
everlooked the fact that last September, at 
Syracuse, N. Y., Soprano, after winning the 
first and second heats of the 2:00 class purse 
in 2:08%, 2:07%, was beaten only a little the 
third heat by Oro Bellini in 2:08% Then 
the race went over until the following day, 
when Soprano came out and forced Demarest, 
@ new contender, to step a mile in 2:06\% to 
nose her out. Then she made him go two 
more heats in 2:07%, 2:09, losing each time 
by the narrowest of margins. 

Now, that race was within one-half second 
of the fastest six heats ever trotted, and tn 
that contest three horses—Spanish Queen, 
Maj. Strong, and Genera] H.—were heat win- 
ners. Moreover, the last heat was in 2:12. 
Al) of the heat winners were aged horses. 
Hence for a 4 year ol4 to be first or second 
fn each of the six heats raced by Demarest, 
Goprano, and Oro Bellini was unprecedented 
for the age, and the fact that after going 
three heats one day Soprano came out the 
next morning and made Demarest go the 
fastest heat of the race to beat her, and 
then trot two more under 2:10 (thelr average 
being 2:08%) showed conclusively that the 
4 year old easily might be the making of a 
fast enough horse the following season to 
beat any 2:04% trotter, let alone the pair 
whose marks were 2:05% and 2:064% re- 
svectively. 


Easily Scores Over Willy. 

Last Wednesday,over the fast track at 
Cleveland, Soprano easily defeated Willy, 
Grace, and a few other trotters tn 2:03%, 
2:06%, and on the same day and track Joan 
(which, according to the editorial dope of 
last winter, was gong to towrope the daugh- 
ter of Bellini when they met this summer) 
was beaten in 2:05%, 2:09, after winning a 
heat in 2:04%, which reduction of her rec. 
ord showed she had improved a little or her 
1910 form. 

No matter how the race between Soprano 
and Joan eventuates, the Madden mare, by 
beating 2:04 in a winning race, has more than 
demonstrated that her owner knew exactly 
what he was talking about when he pro- 
posed the sweepstakes at $1,000 a corner 
which the proprietors of Joan, Hallworthy, 
and Sterling McKinney so eagerly and with 
much chuckling entered into. Half the 
money is up, 80 there will be a race. It is 
possible Joan may win, but unless she beats 
2:08% Soprano not only wil! have vindicated 
the judgment of her owner but also. wil! 
stand as having trotted the fastest heat of 
the year in a race. 

Dudie Archdale, which won the race in 
which Joan started, was driven by Mr. F. G. 
Jones, her owner, a skillful amateur reins. 
man. He undertook the job because Geers 
trainer of the mare, had Hallworthy tn the 
race, and Sterling McKinney also started, the 
pair furnishing the last two lines of the sum- 
mary when it was written. If that race 
means anything !t Is that Hailworthy and 
Sterling McKinney will be throwing away 
time and money te start against Soprano at 
Columbus. 


Poor Speed in 2:10 Pace. 

As showing what a bad race a lot of pacers 
with better than average speed for a single 
mile can offer the public when the nags hays 
their quitting clothes on, the summary of the 
2:10 pace at the Cleveland meeting is interest. 
ing and instructive. Four started and the 
time of the four heats necessary to decide 
the quesetion of supremacy between the high 
mettled racers was 2:03%, 2:05%, 2:08%, 2:11. 
Zulu Hal, which won the first heat, was 
fourth and third in the next two, and then 
Was distanced in 2:11; Dora J., second In the 
second and third heats, was distanced in 2:11!

POINT PROVES A FINE ONR. 


Bid of More Importance than in Any 
Other Game, as Shown by Examples,

The inquiries which have been coming jp 
lately indicate a general misunderstanding 
regarding the question of doubling at auction 
bridge and the subject, therefore, is treateg 
thoroughly in the following article. 

Doubling cannot continue indefinitely, as 
in bridge. One double and one re-double only 
areallowed. As this carries the value of each 
trick lost by the declarant to 200 points, the 
restriction was necessary. 

In bridge the player who doubled an adver. 
sary's make thereby contracted to take the 
odd trick. This is true in auction bridge 
when a player doubles a bid of\one tn any 
sult or at no trump. When a higher bid js 
doubled, however, the doubler only agreest,s 
prevent his adversary making the bid. Thus, 
if north bid three diamonds and east doubles, 
east and west need only take five tricks tg 
win. Should east bid six hearts and south 
double, north and south would only need twa 
tricks to win. 


Doubling Plays Big Part, 
, Doubling plays a much greater part tn ane 
tion than in any other game, but the follow. 
ing general rules should be carefully studieg 

Doubling black declarations merely informs 
your partner that you can protect the gut 
in question, and the double is mainly for thy 
purpose of allowing your partner to make 
@ ro trump bid if the other sults warrant 

A player should never double a bid tpg 
black suit with the expectation thereby of 
securing @ count above the line. Playgs 
should understand, therefore, that a double 
in a black declaration ts purely informatery, 

A double of a red declaration or of no trump © 
ig always for the purpose of secuTing a large 
count in the honor column. 

A double of one spade indicates merely 
strength tn the spade suit and ts inferior 
to a bid of two spades. To double one cp 
also merely indicates the ability to protect 
the club suit. 


Encourages No Trump Try. 

To double a bid of two spades or two clube 
is a more important matter, and it gives the 
partner of the doubler the same no trump en- 
couragement as the player who bid two fm 
the black suit had given to his partner. The 
double tn this case should mean the ability 
to stop the suit in question twice or one sure 
trick in that suit and strengtbP in at least 
one other sult. 

A player should not double a bid of one 
A@lamond or one heart to show his partner 
protection in that suit. 

Suppose north had bid one heart and eagt 
held the following cards: Hearts—king,queeg, 
10, 8, & Spades—Queen, 9,4. Diamonds. 
Clubs—Jack, 8, 4, 2. East should not even con- 
sider a double, as either north or south 
would undoubtedly switch to diamonds @ 
no trump, in which case the cards heldg by. 
east would have little value, while if the 
heart Mid were allowed to stand east could 
certainly save the game and possibly secu 
a good count above the line. 


> 
Would Bid High in Clubs, 

On the other hand, if west had a good ne 
trump hand, except that he was unable te 
stop the heart suit, he would make a high 
bid in clubs or spades, and east would thes 
go to no-trump. This is real team work ip 
bidding and makes the best result» certais 
in every case. 

A player should not make or doublea bid 
which may give a game to his opponenta 
This practically means that diamond, heart 
or no-trump declarations should rot be dots 
bled except when the declarant has bid 
enough to make game without the double, 

This rule, of course, need not be observed 

when the declaration may be surely defeated 
and there is no chance for the declarant te 
escape by switching to another suit. 
As a general rule a player should not double 
a bid of one of two diamonds, hearts, or no 
trump unless he is equally prepared to dow 
ble either of the other two. 


Meaning of Double Bid. 

Suppose north bids one no-trump. east twe 
diamonds, and south donbies. This does not 
mean that south is merely showing protec- 
tion in the diamond suit in order that north 
may bid two at no-trump. If that wereall 
that south desired he should make a bid of 
two no-trump. The double by south under 
such circumstances should also mean that 
south saw an opportunity for a large scom 
above the line. 

The only informatory doubie of a high dee 
laration is the no-trump double by pone te 
secure a spade line from his partner. Theop- 
portunity to use it does not occur frequently. 

Should north bid no-trump, east and south 
pass, and west dowble, east should lead 
spades; should north bid no-truimp, west bié 
two hearts, north two no-trump, and west 
in hig turn doubled, east should lead hearts; 
should north bid no-trump, east bid two 
hearts, north two no-trump, and west dq 
bled, east should lead hearts; should nord 
bid no-trump, east two diamonds, south two 
hearts. west doubled, north two no-trump,; 
and west in his turn again double, east should 
lead hearts. 


Players Should Understand. 

This last case is important, and players 
should be certain that they understand ft 
fully. 

In the last instance, west doubles a heart 
declaration at his right, but did not support 
his partner's bid of two diamonds, conse 
quently the heart suit should be led by eat 
and the diamond suit by west throughout the 
play of the deal. 

Whether it is betes, to double an adve® 
sary’s bid and play for a score above i 
line, or to play to secure game in that deal 
must always remain a matter of ind 
judgment. | 

It is better to play for game if it seem 
likely that game may be won, unless the 
double offers the likelihood of 300 or mom 
above the line. When your partner be 
doubled and you cannot help him to defeat 
the adversaries in that particular declar® 
tion, overbid in another suit. if your nand 
offers any possible warrant for such a DI¢

Finding Fortune in the Deserts. 
By FRANK G. CARPENTER,

Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[ Special. ]— 
Three years ago he was a stenographer in the 
postoffice department at Washington. He 
was getting $1,200 a year and he had one 
month’s annual vacation. He had saved 
$1,500 by skimping, and could see but little 
light for the future. 

Then he went west on his annual leave 
and was present at the opening of some 
government irrigated lands at Huntley, in 
northern Montana. He dropped into the line 
of homeseekers and drew an allotment of 
forty-six acres, with the right to pay for it 
in ten year installments. 

He resigned his Washington job and, using 
‘his savings, built himself a home. He thep 
cleared thirty-five acres of sage brush and 
sowed it to oats and wheat. He set out an 
apple orchard and between the rows put 
in 4,000 strawberry plants and some cur- 
rants, grapes, and blackberries. His oats 
produced sixty-two bushels an acre and the 
wheat thirty bushels. The apple trees grew: 

The next year he planted sugar beets op 
thirty-one acres of this land and the crop 
therefrom brought $3,100. The orchard is 
rapidly grgwing and the man already has 
estimated himself worth at least $10,000, 

* 
Reclamation Work Only Begun. 

That is the story of one man’s experience 
on the irrigated tracts of the reclamation 
seuviee which i. pole Sam is now parceilng 


out to hie children. He has already sold 
thousands of acres on such installments, and 
he has water enough in the big reservoirs 
lately built to feed 25,000 farms of forty acres 
each. This land has all been reclaimed from 
the desert, and it is only the beginning. 

It is the first fruite of the reclamation 
service, which has already spent $60,000,000 
in dams, reservoirs, and canals. A million 
acres are now under water, and within the 
next generation or so more than a million 
homes will have been added to those of our 
eountry. 

Before I tell you how such farms may be 
got I want to give some etories about and 
letters from Uncle Sam’s pioneers. The recia- 
mation bureau at Washington has a large 
correspondence from those who have taken 
such tracts. It publishes the vale of the 
lands and telis what may be made from 
them. 

Take the fruit oases of the Pacific north- 
west. If the information did not come from 
the government I should not venture to 
quote it, for the prices seem to be out of all 
reason. Irrigated fruit lands owned by iIn- 
dividuals right near some of the government 
tracts se!l for from $100 to $2,000 an acre, and 
some of the sage brush nearby is bringing $50 
an acre and upward. 

This is in the Yakima valley and others of 
that region where dams can be made at the 
outlets of mountain lakes, which will 
eventually give 930.000 acre feet. There is 
enough water there to redeem «@ balf millicg 
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acres and there are four or five schemes 
pianned for the Yakima valley albne. There 
are excellent orchard lands on nearly all of 
the projects, and the men who have taken 
up holdings are rapidly growing in weaith. 
* ss 
Settlers Making Money. 

Engineer Blanchard of the reclamation 
service tells me of a man named Silver who 
planted ten acres of orchard near Yekima siz 
years ago. He netted $2,700 last year from 
his fruit and the vegetables which he raised 
between the rows. In the same region J. O. 
Shadbolt, a dry goods merchant from Mon- 
tana, made $16,000 from the frult raised on 
forty-one acres. In 1907 the same orchard 
yielded a gross of $20,000 and a net of $20,- 
000, and in the three years which the mas 
hase been fruit raising he has netted $389,000, 
or more than $18,000a year. 

The government ccports that Sul! bearing 
orchards produce crops of from §300 to 61,200 
an acre, and that $300 is less than theaverage 
if the trees are wel) kept. The lands that 
have been redeemed there are being largely 
Planted to fruit, and millions of trees have 
been set out In the valley during the last 
season oF 80. 

Rober McCormick, who was a lumberman 
ii Minnesota, came to this valley ten years 
ago with 75 cents in his pocket. He worked 
for a time asa teamster, and with his savings 
made his first payment on twenty-five acres

This is the 
last stage of false association. 

What, then, are the bare facts about ozone? 
What is it and what does it do? Ozone is 
oxygen, the same in substance as the gas 
which forms a fifth of our everyday air, but 
different in condition. It may be described 
as oxygen activated. The molecule of oxy- 
gen consists of two atoms quite stably united 
and by no means overready to affect other 


substances and oxidize or burn them up. You | 


may put organic substances such as exist in 
air which has been. breathed into a jar of 
pure oxygen and nothing will happen. But 
in ozone a third atom of oxygen has been as- 
sociated with the usual two, and this mole- 
cule of three atoms, ozone, is a highly un- 
stable compound which readily gives off its 
odd atom of oxygen, and this single atom at 
its moment of liberation is eager te attack 
any organic substance it may meet and burn 
it up. Ozone thus acts in some sense as a 
purifier of the air. It is highly unstable and 
is only capable of existing in minute propor- 
tion even in pure air, where it is no doubt con- 
tinually renewed and as continually broken 
Gown under natural conditions. In towns and 
rooms the conditions for its creation are ab- 
sent, while the organic bodies in the air are 
pientiful, and as a consequence ofone cannot 
be found in these places. 

Little is definitely known as to the physics 
of the natural formation of ozone. It ap- 
pears to be associated with the presence of 
large surfaces of evaporating water, and no 
doubt the real factor, as in the laboratory 
formation of ozone, is an electrical one. We 
can easily manufacture ozone on a smal] 
acale; all that is necessary is to draw oxygen 
or air between two surfaces which are at a 
sufficient difference of electrical potential] 
end between which in consequence a silent or 
“brush” discharge of electricity is passing. 
In this way it is quite easy so far to charge 
the air of a room with ozone that it has the 
characteristic smell and will readily produce 
the chemical reactions which’ betray the 
presence of ozone. What we do not know is 
whether we have in any serfse improved the 
air as a respirable mixture by doing so. 
There is no proof whatever that the benefit 
of the seaside is due to ozone, and one would 
expect it to act as an irritant long before it 
had any effect in the destruction of bacteria. 
Yet there is quite a vogue in ozone hines, 
and they figure largely in cer ._“* cures ”’ 
of consumption. It is possible that there 
may be something in it; it is more than likely 
that the effect gained is a purely suggestive 
one. It is perfectly fair to sell an ozone gen- 
erator and to guarantee that it will make 
ozone; it is another matter to sell it as a cure 
for consumption.

proves a very realistic toy, may be 
easily made from some odds and ends 
by following the drawings and 
’ directions shown. Fig. 1 is a picture 
of the boat completed and ready for its trial 
trip. Fig. 2 shows the boat partly in sec- 
tions to show how the “turrets” and the 
rest of the parts are added. 

Fig. 8 gives the top view of the boat with the 
plan of the deck, the rest of the drawings 
being details of the deck house. 

For making the boat get a piece of pine 
or any easily worked wood, four inches wide, 
three inches thick, and about eighteen inches 
long. On the top surface of this, after you 
have planed the piece down smooth, mark 
off the deck plan, making it not quite so 
wide, nor quite so long as the piece of wood. 

The widest part of the deck plan should not 
be nearer than a quarter of an inch from 
the side edges of the piece and should miss the 
front and back ends of the block by one- 
half to three-quarters of an inch. 

Outside of this line draw another, com- 
ing clear to the ends of the block in front 
and rear and at the widest part of the boat 
clear the side edges. You can see these two 
boat shaped outlines in the deck plan of 
Fig. 3. 

Now, with a keyhole saw, cut the outside 
line, taking care to keep the saw always 


to the bottom of the piece mark a line around 
the whole length of the boat on both sides. 
and then slant the sides down with a plane 
or spoke shave from the inner shape we 
drew on the deck to the line around the sides. 
This will slant the sides of the boat out, im- 
stead of in, as in an ordinary boat.

Making the Rudder. 

Under this line on the sides round off the 
piece underneath, and make it the shape of 
a boat bottom. This part under the line is 
shown in biack in Figs. land 2. In this boat 
the front you see will slide down into se 
point or “‘ram,” while the back and sides 
will slant off like a real battleship does, so 
that shot and shel! will slide off it easier, 
instead of plercing the armor.

Now mark off lines a-f. and e-c near 
the ends of the block, slanting them at about 
thirty degrees, and draw parallel lines in- 
side an inch away [not shown]. On these 
lines you bore four One inch holes, Q, to 
within a quarter of an inch of going clear 
through the piece.

of the government project. The land was then 
covered with sage brusl. Today it is all 
in crops and is paying him $2,000 a year above 
all his expenses. Last fall he picked seven or 
eight hundred boxes of apples from a little 
over an acre, making a yield of about §800 
for that amount of ground. A Wisconsin 
man the same year sold $3.700 worth of ap- 
ples from nine acres of trees.

Land of Grain and Alfalfa. 

Here are some letters from Huntley, Mont.. 
where the irrigation projects embrace a total 
of 28,000 acres. They are not all compieted, 
but the water has been put on large tracts 
and several good sized towns have gone up. 

This is a land of grain and alfalfa. Wheat 
averages thirty bushels to the acre, barley 
from fifty to seventy bushels, and oats from 
ninety to one hundred bushels. The oats sell 
for 90 cents a hundred pounds and goo.l 
seed oats bring as much as $2. “There is a 
grazing country about, and alfalfa is worth 
$5 a ton in the stack. It vields from five to 
seven tons an acre from three cuttings, and 
is used also to restore the fertility of the 
soil. 

A sugar beet factory has been recently es- 
tablished near Huntley, and the farmers are 
raising beets, getting fourteen tons to the 
acre, which they sell for$5aton. They can 
grow V0 bushels of onigns or 150 bushels 
of potatoes on almost any part of the govern- 
ment lands, and there is an instance of one 
farmer who grew $50 worth of cucumbers 
on one-eighth of an acre never before touched 
with the plow. 

In connection with cucumbers I have a let- 
ter here from Nat Martin of Huntley, who 
made $4,200 out of dill pickles, which were 
raised on less than seven acres of land. He put 
up 330 barrels of these pickles and sold them 
at $13 a barrel. He says that most of the cu- 
cumbers were raised by the neighbors. He 
paid them 1 cent a pound, and this gave a 
good profit. as some of them raised nine tons 
to the acre. Mr. Marten says he expects io 
double his output next year and to raise most 
of the cucumbers himseif. 


* 
Lacks Experience but Succeeds. 

Another Huntiey man writes that he came 
from Latrobe, Pa., and that without any ex- 
perience in irrigation farming got forty-one 
acres from the government and tilled it alone, 
with the assistance of his children, the oldest 
of whom was just 14 years of age. His first 
crop brought him in $2,400 and he expects 
to produce at least $3,000 worth of stuf 
this year. His name is W. W. Keslar and 
his children are ten. | 

A number of these letters show how the 
babies thrive. Ther is one from Hermiston, 
Ore., written by KE. P. Lodd, saying that his 
neighbor, Bushnell, had come there three 
years ago and landed with a pair of twins in 
a double baby buggy. He now has four boys 
and a $700 house, and at the end of five years 
will have a $2,000 property all paid for. A 
young carpenter bought a given up home- 
stead of ten acres and has it now paid for, 
and another has planted twenty acres tc 
alfalfa and grapes. 

One of the Hermiston settlers says that he 
is raising 600 bushels of onions to the acre 
without fertilization and crops of other vege- 
tables are quoted almost as large. This is 
from the Umatilla project, where water is 
now available for eleven or twelve thousand 
acres and where the first settlements wera 
mace about four yearsago. The locality has 
excellent banks and schools, Hermiston hav- 
ing an $8,000 concrete school building, with 
160 pupils. Ther are newepapers, churches, 
and fraternity lodges.

Ostriches and Dates. 

Do you want to raise ostriches, figs, and 
dates? 

There are plenty of chances to do so on the 
lands which Uncle Sam now offers in south- 
ern Arizona and New Mexico. The Roose- 
velt dam will open up 240,000’acres which wil) 
grow alfaifa, upon which ostriches wiil 
thrive. It is the same with the Yuma project. 
farther south. and so also of the irrigation 
‘schemes of southern New Mexico. In these 
regions the country is practically frostiess. 
and oranges, lemons, grapefruit, and olives 
can be easily grown. The lands lie severa' 
hundred feet above sea level and the tempe-- 
ature ranges from 20 to 118 degrees above 
zero. 2 

In some of the tracts the units are as low 
as ten acres, which is foynd to be plenty, 
as crops cam be raised al] the year round. 


Irrigated lands bring from $50 to $150 an acre. 
the government tracts varying in cost, ao 
cording to the expense involved in each 
project... The government report from Carls- 
bad, N. M., states that the finest of grapes 
can be raised, bringing a profit of $150 an 
acre, or lettuce and peas wili net $400 an 
acre, while Bermuda onions are yielding 35,- 
000 pounds to the acre and readily selling 
for 2 cents a pound.

How to Get a Farm. 

But how does one get a farm on these fertile 
oases? The lands are allotted under much 
the same terms as the homestead law, save 
that the settlers must pay the actual cost of 
erecting the dams and making the irrigation 
works which put the water upon the lands 
They must also pay a smal) rental cost each 
year for the use pf the water. The payment 
for the land is made in ten annual install- 
ments, the money all going back to the gov- 
ernment. 

When the works are paid for the land and 
the works will belong to the community, and 
they will be to a certain extent under tbh- 
secretary of ty interior for the future. The 
scheme provides against monopoly. No one 
has the right to own more than 160 acres on 
any.of the tracts and the units of ownership 
are somewhere as low as ten acres. In other 
projects they are forty. and in other eighty. 

if the land is taken up under the home- 
sted law, the settler must live on it for five 
years before he can get a title, and this 
is so whether the land nas water yet or not. 
The amounts paid for-water vary with the 
cost of the irirgation works needed to redeem 
them, but in no case are they anything like 
the value of the land when redeemed. It is 
estimated that the cost of reclamation will 
emount to about $30 an acre, and in nearaly 
every project, as soon as the water is on the 
land, it is worth $100 and upwardanacre. In 
the case of bearing orchards, as I have said, 
it may sell for $1,000 or more.

Communities to Be Ideal. 

The population of these oases promises to 
be the highest type of American manhood 
and womanhood, The conditions are almost 
Utopian. Each settlement will be one of 
well to do farmers, who are carrying on in- 
tensive cultivation and making comfortable 
incomes with less work than is possible in 
any other part of the country. 

The farms, being small, are close together, 
and the people have a community of interests 
which leads to coiperation and social or- 
ganization. They will market their frulis 
and crops in common, and will form com- 
binations to get the best prices and to raise 
the best products. This is already being 
done,.in the fruit regions. There will also be 
financial combinations of the settlers to 
establish factoriee im their various com- 
munities. 

The schools which have already been 
started upon these projects are far above 
the average of those in The country districts 
in other parts of the United States. In most 
cases they compare with the schools of the 
cities. Most of the oases have what is known 
as centralized graded schools, to which the 
children are brought in carriages that go 
daily from farm to farm and collect them. 
Great care is taken in selecting the teachers, 
and a high school education may be gotten 
without leaving the farm. 


s 
Farming Taught at School. 

Among the interesting features of these 
schools are the gardens and little farms con- 
nected with them. The children learn prac- 
tical agriculture by raising plants, fruits, 
and grains, prizes being given for the best 
work. The teaching is all im the spirit of the 
farm, and its aim is to make the children 
love the farm and to have them stay on it. 
in the past the country schools have been 
managed by city teachers, who have taught 
the children to despise agriculture and tried 
to make them leave the farms for the city. 

As to the schools already established on the 
project at Carisbad, N. M., 500 children are 
enrolled. The graded achool building is of 
brick, situated in a park, and the town 
bas recently erected a $1,500 high school. 
Belle Fourche, in South Dakota, has two 
graded schools and a high echool, while in 
Sturgiss there is a public graded school with 
a large attendance. Nearby are the Univer- 
sity of South Dokato, the State School of 
Mines, and a state normal school. 

In Huntley, in northern Montana, there 
are excellent educational facilities, and the 
same is true of the other projectsof the lower 
Yellowstone valley. pupils are taught 
ter nine months in each year, and the state 


course of study provides for the teaching of 
agriculture in the four highest grades. 
* 8 
Tours of the Oases. 

Nearly every one of these reclamation 
projects has several towns which are rap- 
idly springing into being. In the Yakima 
valley they are situated on the government 
lands and in the country adjoining. North 
Yakima has over 12,000 people, Sunnyside has 


1,500, Ellensburg 5 200, and Prosser 2,000. In. 


addition to this there are a number of other 
towns and villages. 
Most of these places have graded streets 


bordered with trees kept alive by irrigation. 


They have gas and electric lights and good 
telephone systems. They publish news- 
papers. North Yakima has a public library 
which cost §80,000, a court house worth 
$125,000, and the government is soon to erect 
a federal building there at a cost of a quarter 
of a million. 

The chief town In the Umatilla project is 
Hermiston, which already has 600 people. in- 
cludifg a large number of farmers who live 
there and drive to and from their farms. 
ahe place has several big business blocks, 
two lumber yards, an $8,000 public school 
building. and there are in the county twelve 


banks, with total deposits of upward of 
$4,000,000. Hermiston has two banks. 

Un the Klamath irrigation project the chief 
town is Kiamatm& Falls, though there are 
other settlements which are rapidly grow- 
ing. Klamath Falls has four banks, two 
newspapers, a high school building which 
cost $40,000, and a number of soclety lod ges. 
The cost of redeeming the land here was on 
the average S40) an acre and the maintenance 
charge 75 cents an acre each year.

me Projects Near Boise. 


Some of the irrigation projects of Idaho 
are tributary to Bolse, the capital of the 
state, a town which has municipal improve- 
ments equal to those of the finest residence 
cities of the west. There are some small 
towns on the projects themselves, and the 
educational, financial, and social conditions 
are among the best in the country. As to 
Boise, it has six banks, with deposits of over 
$0,000,000, and school bulldings which repre- 
sent a property value of more than $400,000. 
Its high schools are among the best In the 
country, the graduates being accredited to all 
colleges that admit students upon creden- 
tials.

Revises His Mealtime Regiment. 

On June 18, 1908, I was in jail at George- 
town. I learned of my pardon ff the morn- 
ing. There was no train for my home at Bar- 
bourville until evening... So I went to a hotel 
and held a reception.. Next morning I was 
back in the mountains: A: brass band met 
me at the station. There were meetings and 
greetings all day and far into the night. Al- 
though I was in some danger of assassina- 
tion, nothing occurred to spoil the festivities. 
Withm a short time I began to lecture. 

Last year I startea out to beat Don Calvin 
Edwards for the Republican nomination to 
congress. Heisa manufacturer and lumber 
dealer and had served six years in the house 
of representatives. I campaigned on horse- 
back for nearly seven months, speaking twice 
a day and shaking hands with farmers. At 
the primary election I carried sixteen of the 
nineteeh counties in the district. ‘ You have 
declared all along,’ I told the people, ‘ that 
‘you believe in my innocence of the crime of 
murder. Very well. Now prove by your 
votes that you meant what you said.’ They 
had to support me; ‘therefore, or be accused: 
of inconsistency.” 

I was counseled never to start a quarrel, 
but to stand for my rights, and, once I was 


' Yattitked, to do my best. We lived among a 


hardy race of pure Americans: They are 
truthful, loyal, honest, and brave as men 
and faithful and virtuous aswqmen. My fa- 
ther ownéd 360 acres of up and down land, 
most of which was in timbr. Wecukivated 
about 100 acres along Bush creek, raising 
corn, hay, and a little meat. Our house, for- 
merly of logs, had been patched out and en- 
larged with studding and boards. We were 
poor, as wealth was measured elsewhere, but 
were in comfortable circumstances for the 
region in which we lived. 


Becomes School Superintendent. 

My father started me to schoo] when I 
was five years old. The log schoolhouse was 
three miles away. I walked there tn the 
morning and home late in the efternoon. 
Even then I had been set apart for the legal 
profession. When I was 16 I was sen to 
Union college at Barbourville. After the 
first year I paid my own way at the com- 
mand of my father. I'am gied I did. I 
worked seven months each year that I could 
go to school five months. On entering the 
Agricukural and Mechanical college at Lex- 
ington, the president asked me about my 
plane for life. I told him that my father 
wanted me to be a lawyer, but that I de- 
sired to pick some business or profession that 
would bring me riches ine hurry. I believed 
that only uneducated persons worked and 
that lawyers and doctors were lazy, but lived 
off. the fat of the land; nevertheless I fear 
that I was not the only country boy who has 
gone out into the world with the same 
éetusions. 

Eventually I was graduated in law from 
the Indiana university at Valparaiso, going 
there because inetruction was good and the 
tuition cheap. On returning to Kentucky I 
was elected superintendent of the public 
schools in Knox county. It was while serv- 
ing a second term in that office that I was 
nominated and elected secretary of state. I 
hed early gone into politics and hed begun 
to make stump speeches at the age of 17. In 
our country e man is not highly regarded if 
he cannot take his feet and lucidly tell what 
he thinks. The dumb candidate for office 
gets scarcely any votes.

He Talks of Poverty, Success and Charity. 


N JULIUS ROSENWALD, president of a 
$0v,000,000 corporation, is found business 
man and dreamer, mixed in the ratio of 
about 4to 1. Thinking and living close 
to the beaten track of life, he is able to 
display it so that it appeals to the average 
normal man and woman. There's something 
distinctly decent in this achievement, if not 
another word could be said for him, 

For instance, fn talking with him the other 
day, I pointedly asked the president of Sears- 
Roebuck company if he attempted to justify 
the principle that it is better to He a little 
than to suffer much. 

His answer was characteristic: “ "Twould 
be better neither to lie nor to suffer.” 


On the subject of valued friends and valued 
enemies, he. thought each had their use. 
When I asked him whether he knew Lincoln 
had said somewhere it were better to break 
a bad promige than to keep it, he replied that 
he did not. know it, but he was glad Lincoln 
had said it, and not he. 

Vne need not get greatly exercised when 
listening to Julius Rosenwald. One can sit 
back, thoroughly at rest. At every angle he 
shows skill is born of practice, and this was 
especially noticeable whén deeply involved 
questions were put to. him, which were hard 
to follow. Again and again he would call 
for the question. There was never a disposi- 
tion in shirking the duty. But, withal, he 
does not argue or discourse. 

Some one has happily designated Mr. 
Rosenwald as a fine blend of silent Smith and 
gabby George. I should rather be inclined 
to call him the “ humble ’’ Rosenwald. The 
earnest of his humility is ever in evidence. 
Yet there is nothing of the prig or snob 
about him. The only mask he wears ts self- 
control. He will'not permit his feelings to 
disclose themselves.

THIRD ARTICLE. 
following seems to be the standard 
“ bank pension fund.” 

Tt is along the lines supposed to have 
been originated by a well known Cana- 
dian bank and has been adopted with 

but slight changes by a number of similar in- 
stitutions in the United States. The particu- 
lar fund used in this description was founded 
in 1899 by one of our largest western banks. 
The officers and employés number about 800. 

All officers and employés contribute in 
equal monthly installments of 8 per cent of 
their annual salaries. On voluntary resigna- 
tion or dismissal the bank returns these pay- 
ments without interest. 

The period of service which entitles an off!- 
eer or employ6 to a pension in all cases is de- 
cided by the bank, but as a rule no pension is 
granted until after sixteen years of continu- 
eus service and not before the officer or em- 
ployé has reached the age of 60 years. Prior 
to twenty-five years of service the period 
during which a pension is paid is limited to 
the number of years of service. Twenty-~<ive 
years of service, however, entities an em- 
ployé to a pension for life. At 65 all em- 
ployés are required to retire unless for some 
special reason the bank sees fit to continue 
their services. 

Disability before 60 permits an employé to 
retire and take the benefits which have been 
provided for him. The pension allowed to 
each officer and employé on reaching retiring 
age is computed on the basis of 2 per cent of 
the annual salary received at the date of re- 
tirement for every year of continuous serv- 
fice. In no case can this percentage exceed 70 
per cent of such salary. If the period of ser+- 
foe has been thirty-five years or over sal- 
aries not exceeding $10,000 are limited, asa 
basis for computation, to $5,714.29. On those 
mot exceeding $15,000 the limit is set at 


$7,142.86 and those exceeding $15,000 the limit 


ia $8,571.43, 70 per cent of these reduced sal- 
aries being the maximum pension granted.

Widow Gets One Half. 

Thus, an officer or employé receiving $9,000 
per annum at date of retirement, and. whose 
years of service have been thirty-dive years 
@r over, would be entitled to 70 per cent of 
$5,714 29, or $4,000 per annum, for life. - All 
employés entering the bank are required to 
pacs a medical examination, but if they are 
wnder the age of 18 they neither contribute 
te nor participate in the benefits of the tund; 
they are required to contribute if 18 at time 
ef entrance or on reaching 18 if ompioved 

tothisage. 
term of service commences with the 
Gate of their first contribution. The widow 
of a pensioner teceives one-half of the pen- 
eon allowed her husband, but in no case is 
this pension peid for a longer period than 


her husbend'’s entire term of service: ahd if 


he has been in receipt of a pension prior to 
his death, the number of years he has re- 
ceived same ig deducted from the period 
during which it is paid to the widow. 

This pension ceases on her remarriage or 
on her misconduct being proved to the satis- 
faction of the bank. In the event of the 
widow's death while in receipt of a pension 
it may be continued to her children, if any, 
or their trugtees, until each child reachegthe 
age of 18; each child's interest. on 
reaching this age, or marriage prior thereto.

Bank Controls Fund. 

All pensions are granted only at the dis- 
cretion of the bank, and the rules and regu- 
lations confer no vested rights. The bank 
may annul, alter, add to, or amend any of 
these rules, and may also require the officers 
and employés to increase their rate of con- 
trébutions to th fund, should euch a course 
appear necessary, or the bank may reduce 
the benefits, 

The fund is managed and entirely con- 
trolled by the bank, and the moneys are 
invested “ae tlie bank may in its uncon- 
trolled discretion deem best, and no officer 
or employé shall have any legal rights 
therein, except only to that portion thereof 
to which he himself has contributed, and 
which, by the provisions of rule 4, may, under 
the ciroumstances therein stated, be refunded 
to him without interest.” 

None of the benefits as above outlined is 
guaranteed, and the only actual promise 
made to the contributors of the fund in the 
rules and regulations ts the promise to return 
to them, under certain conditions, their con- 
tributions without interest. It is generally 
understood that the bank contributes each 
year 5 per cent of all the salaries in the 
fund, and the reserve to pay the benefits out- 
lined herein is made up of these contribu- 
tions, the forfeited interest on payments 
made to the fund by employés who leave or 
are dismissed, the persistent employés’ con- 
tributions, and the interest earned on all of 
the above items. 

‘There i¢@ no question, however, but that 
should the needs require this particular bank 
would contribute any amount necessary to 
continue the fund on ap ‘abéolutely sound 


basis. 

The bank also has @ semi-proftt sharing 
system, in order to aid employés wishing to 
become shareholders in the bank, whenever 
any portion of the fund is invested in the 
bank's capital etock. Atsuch time the stock, 
or certain portions thereof, may be offered 
for gale, in lots of five shares or leés, to any 
of the contributors to the fund, at a fair 
price fixed by the bank. The purchasers gre 
required to pay at least $10 a share on the 
acceptance of bid, and agree to pay not less 
than $5 a share a month thereafter.’ This 
amount is deducted from, their monthly sal- 
aries until the stock ig paid for in full, Pur- 
chasers are required to pay 4 per cent interest 
per annum on all deferred payments. 

They are given the advantageof! dividends, 
and need pay the difference only between the 
dividends declar@ and the amount due on 
their purchase. It would seem from the 
above that perhaps a large amount of the 
fund’e assets is invested in the capital stock 
of the bank. 

The above is a complete description of the - 
standard “‘bank pension fund,’’ and it has 
been used almost in toto by oneof our largest 
packing houses, which employs in the neigh- 
borhood of 25,000 men. As most of the rules 
and regulations of the packing house plan 
are copied from those used in the bank, only 
the changes in same will be noted,

‘fund shall reach. $500,000, this applying to 


‘the main company. All other companies in 
which the main company is interested may 
become contributors to the fund, and if they 
wish to become members shall contribute 'n 
the same proportion per annum as the ma‘n 
company’s contribution of $25,000 a year 
bears to the main company’s employés. 

The employés of these subsidiary and af- 
filiated companies, who wish to become 


members of the fund, contribute 8 per cent 
of their annual salaries, ps do the em- 
ployés. of the main company, but no em- 
ployé receiving less than $10 per week is 
allowed to contribute, although his relations 
to the fund are the same as though he were 
a contributor, excepting only in the matter 
of power to vote. As soon as his salary is 
raised to $10 a week he is required to con- 
tribute to the fund. 

No employé is allowed to pay on an amount 
to exceed $7,500 per annum, and the maxi- 
mum pension is limited to $5,000. 

On dismiseal not only is the total amount 
of the employé’s contribution returned to 
him, but tn addition there is added interest 
at the rate of 4 per cent per annum com- 
pounded semi-annually on these contribu- 
tions, this interest being forfeited if the em- 
ployé leaves voluntarily. 

The period of service required for a pen- 
sion is twenty years, and entitles an em- 
ployé to a pension for life, the amount being 
determined on the same basis as in the bank 
fund, namely, 2 per cent of the salary at 
date of retirement for each yéar of sérvice. 
The age of retirement is 56. 

Thus an employ6 retiring after thirty years 
of service, his salary at date of retirement 
being $20 per week, would receive 2 per cent of 
this salary for each year of service, or 00 per 
cent of this $20, or $12 per week forlife. His 
average salary may have been $16 per week 
curing hig entire term of service, and as- 
suming this to be so, he would have paid tn 
himself only $702, little more than the $624 
he would receive afinually for life as a pen- 
sioner. 

‘His witelr. on his death would receive §¢ 
per week for the remainder of her life, and 
should she die leaving children they would 
receive the same athount, equally divided 
among them, until the youngest reached the 
age of 18 years. The intérest of each chil¢ 
would cease on reaching the age of 18 and 
revert to the younger children in equa! parts.

Al] employés. entering the service after for-. 


mation of the pension fund in 1908 are re- 
quired to contribute to the funé after they 
have been with the company six months. 

The only reason given for which a pension 
may be suspended or terminated by the pack- 
ing house is in case of gross misconduct on 
the part of the pensioner, and if pension is 
terminated as above the amount paid tn by 
the employé, with interest at 4 per cent per 
annum compounded annually, 
amount received as a pension prior to such 
termination, is refunded. 

The investment of the pension fund’s money 
is limite@ by the pension fund committee to 
United States, state, and municipal bonds, 
national and state bank stock, real estate first 
mortgagés or other securities of a simila: 
nature. approved by the committee. This 
/ committee consists of five members, two ap- 
pointed by the wompany and the other three 
' elected by ballot. one by. the administrative 
and sales departments, one by the account- 
ing departments, and one by the operating 
departments. 

In neither of the above plans is there any 
accident or health Insurance as is the case 
in the large industrial plan described last 
week. The question of security is one of 
great moment and if the funds of these sev- 

plans. are-mot separated from the.cap- 
of some of the companées organizing them 
ere is ‘grave danger of'their future im- 


/ pairment. It is with this is mind as well ad 
‘the demand for positive assurance of a pen- 


sion in ol4 age that certain concerns are en- 
deavoring to devise a pension system in 
which not only are the pensions guaranteed 
but the reserve set aside each year is amply 
sufficient to pay them at their maturity and 
secured against any possibile financial calam- 
tty. This system will be outlined in a later 
article.

GOOD deal of the art of china paint- 
ing or, in fact, of all artistic painting 
consists in the correct mixing of col- 
ors to get desired shade and requistfte 
tints. 

To the real artists who see hundreds of 
variations of color and shade on their mental 
retina the mixing of colors is not merely a 
gynathematical mechanical process like the 
mixing of pigments to paint a porch or lawn 
swing. It requires studied and sometimes 
laborious sampling. 

First of all, the artist must know definitely 
what specific colors are mixed to obtain cer- 
tain definite shades. But he must discover 
by experiment the ratio of mixing for certain 
fine gradations of the shade which he as an 
original artist has conceived himself. 

The following combinations might be used 
as a foundation, and a list of them will prove 
of practical value for any one who hasn't 
the advantage of a regular course in art 
but «> aspires to be something more than 
a d{>bling amateur: 

Dart sreen and purple make bottle green. 
White and medium yellow make buff tint. 
Red, black, and blue make dark brown.

When the palette with numerous colors on it 
is laid avide to dry the colors often attract 
each other or run into each other and the re. 
sult is sometimes an exasperating mixture of 
unexpected tints.

france (50 cents to $1) a day, and the latter 


sum only when extra work is given efter 
hours. From this small pay these girls and 
women must find lodgings and food, clothe 
themselves, and pay carfare from long 4is- 
tances, as they can live only in the poorest 
outlying quarters of Paris, where rents are 
cheap, says the Dry Goods Economist. 

They work long hours in crowded rooms, 
many of them in gerrets, ap next to the 
roof, dirty, dark, and with no ventilation 
—in little bits of rooms where they huddle 
together about tables, or stitch with the work 
on their laps. They sit on stools with no 
backs. After a long day's continuous work 
they climb to the tops of the omnibuses and 
exclaim: ‘ Enfin, je peux m’appuyer!” (At 
last I can lean!) 

With few exceptions the conditions under 
which they work are deplorable. A few 
of the big houses, however, have already 
done much to ameliorate the conditions. 
Most of these girls are from 14 to 20 years 
of age. Many of them die of consumption 
from lack of proper nourishment and long 
hours in miserable workrooms. instances 
have been known of death in the workroom. 
Strong men, too, go down under these con- 
ditions, and heaven for a Paris seamstress 
or a tailor is to be put out of doors, with 
plenty of fresh air to breathe.

How Midinette Gets Her Name. 


The Paris seamstress is.called midinette * 


because she is seen on the streets at midi 
or midday, where she strolis along, smiling, 
chatting, often singing, as she munches her 
noonday meal, which has cost but a few sous, 
usually consisting of fried potatoes or a 
piece of sausage. And as by nature she would 
rather sing than eat, she frequently squan- 
ders 2 sous on a song , which she buys from 
the street musician, taking thereby from her 
already too frugal meal the price thereof. 

In the evening, after working hours, these 
girls may be seen standing at the counters 
of numerous little cafés, where they go to 
buy cups of coffee for 2 sous each, and stand 
eating the lunch which they have brought. 
with them, having bought it at even a cheap- 
er place. If one does not frequent the * bar” 
she stands on the sidewalk and eats from her 
hand what she has brought from the little 
shop. 

Night work used to be a terrible curse in 
the Paris dressmaking shops, but recently a 
law has been passed prohibiting work 
through all the night. In times past, how- 
ever, around the Place Vendome and up the 
Rue de la Paix, where many of the fashion- 
able shops are located, could be seen a glim- 
mer of lights from the attic windows where 
weary tollers spent their nights making 
beautiful things. 

Now there is a government inspection, 


keeping watch over the hours. Each estab- | 
lishment is allowed to work overtime only a 


limited number of nights during the year, 
and then only when the workers volunteer

It is said that there are work- 
rooms in Paris that close half an hour earlier 
on dull days in order to save the pitiful half- 
hour’s pay that would otherwise come to the 
little seamstress. ! 

Every midinette ‘s a specialist in her line, 
as she does only one thing. Perhaps she 
sews on sleeves all day, or it may be only 
hooks and eyes, or she may pin the work 
together for another to sew. Ceaselessly,

This plan of work, however, results in a | 


mechanical expedition. It goes marvelously 
quick. All work ig prepared for the seam- 
stresses by the premiéres and the secondes, 
who, after the piece work is done, assemble 
the various parts, and then, the workers 
gathering around, each in turn finishes what 
is left to be done of her part. 

When the midinette first begins she is 
young and bright and happy, but if she lasts 
long at the work she becomes old and ugly 
from the miséry. There are married women 
fn some of the big Paris shops who earn 
only 3 or 4 francs on working days, and yet 
they have children to support. Societies for 
the prevention of cruelty to horses and dogs 
have been organized in Paris, but as yet 
there are none for the prevention of cruelty 
to girls. It is said that organizations will 
soon be made to prevent the exploiting of 


woeful conditions. 
The embroidery which fs so much a feature 
of Paris dressmaking is usually done outside 
the dressmaking establishment, in big work- 
rooms where there are embroidery workers 
only. This work is taken on contract by the 
embroiderer, who not only employs girls and 
women in his workshops but also places the 


plecework outside in the homes of those’ 


who are unable otherwise to seek employ- 
ment.

If it has been neces- 
sary to baste a piece of cloth underneath this 
is catch stitched to the garment around the 
edges, only taking the stitches through s 
single thread, so they will not show atall from 
the right side when the place has been well 
pressed. 

Sometimes a tear in-silk or woolen goods 
can be beautifully mended by using mending 
tissue. It should be a fresh envelope of the 
tissue to be satisfactory. Cuta piece of the 
Same material, matching the grain of the 
cloth as well. Lay this on the ironing board 
with a piece of the tissue over it. Lay over 
these the worn place, being sure to have the 
grain of the material right, and then place 
a moderately hot fron over the place and 
press. The tissue will hold every scrap of 
the piece underneath cloge against the cloth 
if the pressing has been done so that the 
tissue has been entirely absorbed, and the 
result will be all that one could desire.

Almost all of the cottagers have white electric 
launches that look like miniature steamboats, and they 
have a captain and an assistant to run them.

The table 
is set on the forward deck and the butler and the maid 
serve them from the cabin. From one of these boats 
the shore line presents as beautiful display of culti- 
vated rusticity as one could hope to see at Newport or 
any place else in this wide orld.

When the 
setting sun slants its yellow beams on the russet dome 
among the trees it makes out of that bit of shore a 
foreign scene. Between the places are stretches 
of woodland and a rough path, which you might al- 
most call a trafl, runs through them all, 

Lake Forest is essentia y different. It rambles 
along the shore of Lake Michigan for several miles, 
Places unrivaled for comfort and grandeur are built 
to overlook the great mass of blue water. You drive 
up to them through winding roads, shadowed in large 
trees. Down at the lower end of the community its a 
school for girls housed in an old fashioned looking 
building like a residence, Along the shore in front of 
the places of Mrs. Robert McGann and Mrs, Chatfield- 
Taylor is a public park, kept as neat as the lawns, to 
which nurse maids take their young charges, But you 
mever see any of the fashionable residents wandering 


here, The father of these two women, the late Send- 
tor Farwell, gave . ~ ground as a public benefaction 
to the residents of Lake Forest, It was not then one 
of the wealthiest communities in the world. Farther 
up the shore is Mrs. Lyron L. Smith's: place, with its 
trim, neatly kept grounds, its great trees, and its 
winding walks along the embankment near’the lake.

Palaces Built on Prairie Soil. 


For a long time it has been a difficult matter to get 
a “look-in” on this lake front, and now it is practically 
impossible. The growth of the fashionable’ summer 
resort did not stop, however, when the land near the 
lake and the land near the land next the lake was built 
upon. Some of the wealthiest residents decided to live 
there even after they found that ground commanding a 
view of_the lake could not be procured. They went west 
of the tract that is the inshore boundary of the region 
of riches and secured grounds for summer residences 
in the everyday rolling, treeless prairie country of Iili- 
nois. 

To get to their expensive places these backlands Lake 
Foresters drive between farms divided into fields of wav- 
ing corn. J. Ogden Armour made such a trip just the 
other evening in the basket phaeton of Lolita, who came 
to the trai.: to meet him on his return from Europe.

But I'll never boast 
of things again, although I did think I was safe that 
time, for I never thought I'd ever get any nearer to 
nature than State street while he was around.

The Cost of Travel 

Concerning the financial aspects of the vacation 
at home and abroad, there is, naturally a good deat 
to be said. There can be no question of the economy 
of staying at home, yet it is doubtful whether the 
average vacationer realizes how great the contrast 
is. An effort has been made in giving the figures in 
this article to arrive at average estimates given by 
railroads, steamship lines, resort agencies, etc. 

The average amount expended for railway and steam- 
er fare by the American vacationer comes in the 
neighborhood of $30 and pfobably is somewhat higher. 
This estimate takes cognizance of the fact that many 
summer resters take brief trips in which railway 
fares, boat fares, etc., are nominal. The figure is 
held up by the huge and constantly growing number 
of long voyages—to the coasts and to Europe, or 
the Asiatic countries. 

The average daily expenditure of the vacationer— 
aside from transportation to and from the point 
or points visited—ig estimated by a prominent resort 
agency at $7 per person. This estimate does not 
include brief trips’ of a day or less. This estimate 
would set the average expenditure for a fortnight’s 
vacation, including fares; at about $125. While the 
great bulk of vacations probably cost less, the number 
which cost greatly In excess of this figure strike the 
average so high. Expensive vacations become more 
and more common every summer 


e * 
More Figures on Trips. 


The average price paid to summer resort hotels, 
boarding houses, hotels in the big cities and other 
places visited by the summer tourist is stated at $3. 
This is the figure generally used for the average purse 
when steamship lines and other agencies make esti- 
mates for customers. 3 

A thousand miles (round trip) is given by agencies 
as a fair average of the distance traveled by the 
vacation seeker. Sleeping cars, meals enroute, etc., 
bring the cost of these journeys up to the average 
price given ,above. 

Based on the sale of tourist tickets, passage to 
vacation points, and other places populer to summer 
travel the number of American vacations is fifteen 
millions annually o6r one sixth the population. The 
accuracy of this figure is questioned by the railroad 
offices, 

The number of Americans who spend their vacation® 
in Europe and other foreign continents, islands. etc., 
has doubled in eight years. The fact is probably 
better stated in saying that the summer foreign traffic 
has doubled itself in that time.

Mrs. Harold McCGor- 
mick, with her villa and her costly hospitality, is an 
exponent of the graceful life. So is Mre. R. T. Crane, 
with her formal gardens and her terraces, and her great, 
comfortable, magnificent house. So is Mrs. Aldis, with 
her private theater, and Mrs. John J. Mitchell, with her 
acres of lawn and her house furnished with the rarest 
of art specimens of the orient.

S THE vacation granted as a reward or 
as a bribe? 

Does Mr. Rocks at the end of twelve 
months’ grind regard the industrious Bil- 
kins with a fatherly smile and say to 
himself: “ Bilkins has had a hard year. 
He’s been a good boy. I'll give him two 
weeks’ vacation on pay”? : 

Or does Mr. Rocks at the beginning of the twelve 
months regard young Bilkins craftily and remark: “If 
I tell that lazy raseal now that he’s to have a two 
weeks’ vacation at the end of a year, will he work the 
better for it”? 

Employers who have been interviewed on this impor- 


tant question frown on the second view. They do not,. 


so they insist, grant vacations as a bribe for better 
work. The vacation is, they say, a reward for good 
and faithful service. More than this, they are strongl7 
in favor of vacations on the ground of expediency anu 
business necessity. The point is made by most of therm 
that the vacation is needed to keep the employé 
in good working condition. For a man who has ,been 
eleven months over a desk, they declare that the two 
weeks of change and release come as a mental and 
physical tonic. 

The employé himself, in this one instance, at least, is 
thoroughly in accord with his employer. The change of 
Scene and association gives him a chance toe get a 
Perspective on his own manner of life. He can g0 
away somewhere and look at himself. He may, after 
this fashion, become aware that he has been wasting 
his talents, that he has been falling into an idle and 
dissipated habit, that he might better himself by a 
change of occupation. 

The benefit ts not always apparent at once, but, say 
the stenographers and the salesmen, it will come out 
sooner or later and will show that both the employer 
and the employé have been benefited. A case in point is 
that of a newspaper reporter who found himself so dull 
and “stale” that he took a vacation on a farm. Re- 
turning, he failed to observe any particular improve- 
ment in his style of literature, and was rather disap- 
pointed. But one morning he awoke with a dream in 
his head about a red and white bovine calf. The dream 
had been inspired by his recent pastoral association. 
During his vacation infant cows had appealed to him 
as humorous and interesting. He wrote out the dream 
as a story, and captured a $400 prize.

Only a Benefit if Sanely Spent. i 

John G. Shedd, president of Marshall Field & Co., 
says: “We give vacations principally for the pur- 
pose of reinvigorating our men so that they are 
better able to cope with the rush of fall work. They 
need the vacation to be in better méntal and physical 
condition. Considered in this way, it is an investment 
in the man’s resources. I am not sure but that the 
vacation works out detrimentally in many cases be- 
cause of the strenuous way in which it is used. This 
was formerly more the case than now. In the days 
of bicycling we seriously thought of doing away with at 
least the Saturday afternoon off because so many of 
the men exhausted themselves running centuries that 
their liberty was a positive injury. But we are coming 


to take our vacations more sanely. Ihe German and 
English spirit has entered into it. The men are more 
inclined to spend their holidays with their families. 
But not considering those who harm themselves by 
excesses, we thoroughly believe in ‘|. principle of re- 
invigoration and are taking every opportunity to ex- 
tend it when it is possible to do so. We first began 
giving vacations to part of our employés in the ‘80s, 
and it became general with us in the early ‘90s.” 

E. G. Cowdery, vice president and loca) head of the 
Peoples Gas company, says: “ We give office employés 
who are’ inside the year round two weeks off annually. 
We think they need it. We think that if they are in- 
active and indoors they must have a relaxation, a 
change of thought and environment. It is true in some 
cases the employé comes home more tired than he went, 
but it is a different kind of tiredness. The good done 
more than offsets the other effect, and the work he 
does is much better for his having given his mind a 
change. We also believe firmly in the Saturday half- 
holiday. We think it pays the company to grant it.” 


Clarence 8. Funk, general manager of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company: “The benefit of a judi- 
ciously spent vacation is inestimable to all workers, 
no matter what their seoceupation or position. We al- 
low every one two weeks, but there is no specified 
season set apart for this purpose.

“It is unreagonable if not disastrous to expect a man 
to plod at a desk unintermittently for twelve months 
at a stretch. The character of the work in a bank 
requires exceptional accuracy and intent applica- 
tion, consequently a clear brain is imperative. Over- 
work retards the faculties. Our clerks are given two 
weeks’ vacation after being in our employ a year. 
Seniority has the preference in choice of dates. Often 
the vacation is extended from two to three or four 
weeks in special recognition of long and efficient serv- 
ice. We think the vacation is a reward deserved for 
good work. We are giad to allow it.” 

Newton H. Carpenter, secretary of the Art institute, 
has introduced some rather original features in what 
may or may not be called a system in vacations. Said 
Mr. Carpenter: “ While we cannot be classified among 
the general category of business houses, our institution 
nevertheless has a number of employés in varied occu- 
pations and the matter of vacations therefore must be 
given attention by us also. 

“As a matter of course I am strongly in favor of 
them. Without wishing to appear partial, I think that 
those waese employment is purely mental occupa- 
tion ought to be specially considered. Take our teach- 
ers, for instance. One might say that after five years’ 
service they become ‘ stale '——-to use a not very euphonic 
adjeetive—in seyen years they deteriorate, in ten yearys 
they become somewhat impossible. Now it would be 
preposterous to dismiss a faithful, conscientious work- 
er. Something must be done. We send them to Europe 
for as long a time as it is within reason and pay thelr 
expenses. The result is admirable; they come back re- 
juvenated physically and mentally refreshed. The ine 
vestment has proved most satisfactory to all concerned. 

“The clerical force has not less than two weeks’ 
vacation. This time is extended in ratio of length of 
service, and ranges from three days to two weeks in 
addition to regular time. The vacation of a certain 
class of employés is computed at two days for each 
month of service, of another class at one day for every 
month in our employ. At all events time and money 
spent for vacations are time and money put to excel- 
lent use.” 
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PLOYER OR EMPLOYE? 


Two hundred thousand employés in Chicago are 
allowed two weeks’ vacation annually on pay. Pila- 
cing the average weekly salary of these 260,090 at 
$15, the total sum paid to employés on vacation is * 
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to be as follows: 
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N THE vital question of vacations there 
has arisen a difference of opinion, The 
employers have pointed with pride to the 
large sums of money represented in vaca- 
tion wages. “Look!” say the employrrs, 
“ Yearly we pe’ out thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars that our employés shall 
have a period of rest and recreation,” But 

@ proportion of the employés themselves say: “ We pay 
for our own vacations. When a man goes on vacation 
who does his work? We do—the other employés who 
are waiting their turn, The house pays his salary, but 
it gets value received from us who do his vork, When 
he returns he helps .do some one else’s work while some 
one else takes his brief little two weeks off with pay.” 

This is a deplorable division of opinion upon a sub- 
ject regarding which there is ‘otherwise remarkable 
wnanimity. Both employers e-41 employés join in warm 
ndorsement of the vacation idea, The difference re- 
gearding who is to tak- redit for making the vacation 
possible, however, has brought the question before old 
Judge Vox Populi. 

In this adjudication the employers introduce their 
vacation pay rolls. These show beyond question that 
American employers do pay out tremendous sums to men 
who are on vacation. In the city of Chicago it is put in 
evidence that there are perhaps 200,000 men who enjoy 
an annual leave of two weeks on pay. Their average 
pay is hard to estimate, but it is pointed out that the 
aggregate of vacation wages is a startling sum, at sonat 
to one who has never given it thought. 

The @mployers, going more into detail, show that any 
great railway system p. out as much as $50,000 
annually to men who are on ‘vacation, According to 
figures produced from the office of President H. WU. 
Mudge of the Rock Island system that company allows 
1.500 men vacations. The 40,000 employés on hourly 
and daily schedules, trac’ men, train crews, and others 
efigaged in active outdoor work, do not get vaca- 
tions. But, it is testified, the general office clerical 
force of 1,000 and the varius superintendents’ office 
employés get this leave, These men and boys, not in- 
cluding officials, get a monthly salary which averages 
about $65. This brings the vacation pay roll up. to the 


650,008 mark, 
Firm Pays $70, 000 That 1,000 May Rest. 


In the case of the International Harvester company 
the office force which gets a two weeks’ vacation on 
pay numbers, as shown ‘recently in testimony offered 
by General Manager Clarence S, Funk, about 1,000 and 
the total pay received by men so absent would be about 
376,000, 

According to testimony of officials of the Continental! 
Commercial National bank of Chicago, the second larg- 
est bank in the United States, that institution annually 
pays out $37,000 to men on vacation, In the savings 
department of this institution there are 100 employés 
on the general clerical staff and in other departments 
there are 837 more, making a total of nearly 1,000 men 
whe, according to sworn statements on the witness 
stand, are paid for two weeks’ work while they are 
absent on leave. The average pay, accoruing to the 
bank officers’ testimony, is $75. There is anaverage of 
forty men absent on pay every week in the year. 

In regard to another Chicago bank,,.the Merchants 
Loan and Trust company, President Orson Smith makes 
the statement that the average pay of his men fs°$83_a 
month and that 240 employés are expected to take two 
weeks’ absence on pay, making a total vacation wage 
of $10,090, 

The First National bank of Chicago has 690 men on 
its vacation pay roll. In round numbers, as testified by 
M. D, Witkowsky, a vice president ofthe bank, officers 
and men en vacation yearly draw a total of $69. 909,

tion for this purpose of $50,000. J. B. Berryman, secre- 
tary. of the Crane company, gives 1,200 as the number of 
men who draw vacation pay from that corporation for 
periods of two weeks each. 

This evidence makes a strong case for the employers, 
When the head of a great house under oath can point 
to-& check for $50,000 and say “I have paid this sum

The employers in rebuttal succeeded in getting be- 
fore the court one strong point—viz.: “ There is noth- 
ing to prevent us decreasing our clerical staf during 
slack business months. If we chose we could lay off a 
number of routine men who are of no especial value 
during that slow time and cut down owr staff to 
meet decreasing business, We would not then give va- 
cations and there would be enough work for all the 
men not lald off. But we do not feel that this would be 
fair to our employés. We keep our staff up to its full 
quota and when things are slack we let these men go 
for two weeks, paying them just as if they were on 
duty. We are under no obligrtion to do this.”

Collective Substitute Toils for Absentee. 

In summing up its case the prosecution made the fol- 
lowing statements: 

“We have shown that the employé is allowed his va- 
cation only at such time as the department heads find 
c nvenient and we have shown that the employer does 
not have to secure new men to do the work of those on 
vacation, These two facts established prove our case— 
that the man, not the corporation, pays ror the vaca- 
tion, j 

‘The two weeks off is arranged to come at a date 
when there is comparatively light work in the depart- 
ment. This being the case, the man can be spared. 
The other men, not having quite as much to do as at 
other times, can take on part of the duties of the ab- 
sentee. By Working a little more rapidly, at greater 
pressure than ordinarily, these other employés can han- 
die the details usually handled ~*~ the man on vacation. 
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When he comes back he will render the same service 
*or others, 

“ The employer does pay the regular wages to the 
man who is absent, but the employer gets the same 
amount of work for which he pays at other times. BF 
a mutual arrangement the fellow employés of the mat 
on leave agree to furnish, collectively, a substitute fot 
him. The wages that this collective substitute earns 
are turned over to the man on vacation 

‘It has been stated that the employers by aoing 
away with the vacation list could lav off a. number of 
men in summer. It appears to us that a «ufficient reply 


to this is to point out that in the highly specialized sy8- 


tem of modérn banking and commerce important firms 
could not depend on office men that they would have t@ 
pick up in the open market at naphazard as increasing 
business required. They must have a permanent, of- 
ganized ferce of tried men, and to hold and have such 
a force they must offer the->+ men steady. year round 
employment. After nine months’ training they could 
not afford to let men go on the off chance of finding 
them again in September or October. The employers 
have therefore to choose between having a full force!”

man, or giving vacations to as many men as can Df 
spared, the others working with the full time activity 
of the winter rush. Naturally tne employers choose the

The girl had positively 
refused to marry the man that Papa wanted her 
to (he was very rich); and was obstinately de- 
termined to marry a poor man, who was a poct. 
The father was of average height, as his role was 
only an average one. The “naughty girl” towered 
above her father. It appeared, according to my 
interpreter, that her doom’ was to be thrown into 
the Yang-tse-kiang River. The procession which 
accompanied her to her execution, filed around the 
stage. As the “naughty girl” passed us, she was 
grimacing and making all sorts of motions with 
head and hands. The boy informed me that “she 
feel bad.” 

Presently, a simply dressed person jumped upon 
the stage, cutting up capers to the accompaniment 
of a kind of musical instrument. He came on with 
mueh the same air that Eddie Foy might have 
adopted, to the great glee of the Chinamen pres- 
ent. By the way, I had never seen Chinamen 
laughing to any extent before. It was very inter- 
esting. It turned out, according to my Chinese boy, 
that this acrobatie sort of person was the lover. I 
asked him why the fellow was behaving like this, 
when his sweetheart was on her way to execution. 
It appears that the traditions of the Chinese stage 
will not permit anybody to be taken seriously who 
has violated the parental law. I asked the boy 
what the lover was saying, and he said that he was 
telling of his love for this girl in the caste above 
him, and of-all the agony that he was feeling at her 
being thrown into the river. But he must cut up 
eapers, according to Chinese ideas; and therefore, 
the people in front were taking him as a great 
joke. ?

The actor 
informed us that he had n’t been drowned after all, 
that somebody had hidden him, that father was 
sorry and had let him go, and that in a little while, 
after he had cooked something to eat, he would 
go downstairs and appear again. 

Every row and then, the actors go upstairs and 
sit in little white-washed rooms, like monks’ cells, 
and smoke their pipes, warming themselves before 
open charcoal fires, I was frightened to death when 
I saw these little furnaces, and I can assure you 
that if I had known they were there, I would not 
have been sitting on the stage in that crowded 
house, watching the acting, and suffering from the 
din of a big tom-tom which a man sitting on the back 
of the ‘stage was beating all the time. Music of 
this kind is indulged in, whether the play be serious 
or not. The Chinese, apparently, are destitute of
